regard to profit-sharing in France, where 
it has heen successfully a looted, and also 
some reference to attemp s toil tr»duce 
it into this country.

POLITICAL ETHICS. 

now MR. PICK I. V SOX WAS KLKCTKD. 

To the Editor of theGRAPtm : — 

The election of last Tuesday resulted 
in the defeat of certain candidates for 
ifflce and it becomes their friends to ac- 
cept defeat as gracefully and as pleasant- 
ly as possible. , There are some things 
which are more valuable than victory and 
success does not excuse trickery even in 
politics. Certain methods were em- 
ployedito elect Mr. John W. Dickinson to 
the school committee, and it is due the 
public and all concerned that the truth 
be told. If tiie methods were honorable 
as well as effective, then the public can 
remember those who employed and re- 
ward them with its faith and confidence 
in the future; if on the other hand, the 
means were dishonorable and unworthy 
of an honest man, not to say a gentle- 
man, those who in the desperation of 
their cause resorted to them deserve, and 
will no doubt receive the well merited 
contempt and scorn of all those who 
value houor more than success and prin- 
ciple more than place. The end does not 
justify the means even iu practical poli- 
tics. 

Before the election, a ballot hearing 
the heading “Regular Republic Ticket, 
except for school committee in Ward 
Two," was prepared by the committee of 
which the undersigned is chairman, for 
the convenience of those who wanted to 
vote for Mr. Burr and Mr. White, for it 
bore the latter name in place of that of 
Mr. Dickinson. It is not necessary here 
to describe the tickets. They were dis- 
tributed broadcast over the city on Mon- 
day afternoon, and no attempt was made 
to deceive any one as to their character. 
They were not “sprung” upon the voters. 
The heading was totally unlike that of 
the regular Republican ticket. On Tues- 
day morning the tickets were takeu to 
every polling place, Ward Three among 
the others. In Ward Three the person 
who took them to the ward room was 
obliged to leave them in tbe room as no 
one had come to take them when he left 
for the train. Mr. James T. Alleu took 
these ballots, to which he had no claim 
whatever, carried them from the ward 
room and secreted them in a drawer in 
an ante-room, where they could not he 
found when wanted. About 500 or GOO of 
these ballots were put into the West 
Newtou polling place. When questioned 
about the affair Mr. Allen not only ad- 
mitted that he had carried off the ballots 
and hidden them in another room, but 
said that he was proud of the act. He 
further declared that it was a boy’s bal- 
lot, and that he would teach the boys 
that thev could not come into Ward Three 
and defeat the gentlemen’s candidate. 
He said he would 1 a^e locked the drawer 
and thus doubly secured their non-use 
had lie heen able to turn the key.

The ill astratious (one hundred and 
forty in number) are from sketches made 
on the spot by an artist specially employed 
by the publishers. 

The color introduced is a complete 
novelty. The artistic part of the book is 
produced under the supervision of .Mr. 
J. B. Millet, which is a sufficient assu- 
rance of its excellence, ns lie has the 
credit of having produced many novelties 
in bookmaking. 

All anglers and sportsmen; all campers

A LIBRA II Y CURIOSITY. 


A BOSTON PAPRIt OK TIIB HKVOUITION. 

1778.* 

(Written frtrlheOBAPllHJ by Hon. HoratloKlng.) 

Through the favor of Mr». Mary E. II. 
Stobbins. well known in ilio literary 
world, fifty years ajro, as Mary K. Hewitt, 
author ot a volume of poems, and who 
still survives with unclouded intellect at 
over eighty years of age, I have been put In 
possession of a valuable revolutionary 
relic, a description of '.which can hardly 
fail to interest tho reader. It is a copy 
of a tiewsp ipev bearing the following 
heading in six linos, mainly in capitals, 
across tho top of the first of four pages, 

15 1-2 by 9 1-4 inches in size, viz: 

“The Independent Chronicle and the 
Universal Advertiser. Thursday, June 
11, 1778. Massachusetts State: Boston: 
Printed by Powers and Willis, opposite 
the new Court House.” 

In a fancy border, separating this head- 
ing in tho centre, stands the figure of a 
soldier, in his right hand a drawn sword, in 
his left,a!scroll inscribed, Inmkpkndknce 
and over his head another scroll with tho 
words, Appeal to Hkavkn. The tex- 
ture of the paper, now of a yellowish tint, 
is coarse, its edges ragged, and its col- 
umns, three to a page, are separated by 
double rules. 

Over two columns of the first page are 
filled by a letter which a correspondent, 
subscribing himself “ your constant cus- 
tomer. A. says ho has transcribed for 
the paper evidently in the hope that it 
might “afford new light to those who 
now have the principal subject of it 
under their serious consideration, es- 
pecially if it should divert, them from the 
impracticable, and therefore vain project 
of supporting the credit of fictitious 
wealth, by a general regulation of com- 
merce.” 

Tho letter, without signature, appears 
to have been prompted by a “desertation 
upon trade by tho Marquis Bellonl,” 
which the writer says ho had read sev- 
eral times. It is. he observes, an excel- 
lent piece, and contains the substance of 
all the best remarks which have been 
made by our modern politicians on that 
subject, with advice to sovereigns relative 
to the direction of commerce, manufact- 
ures and the circulation of money.” It 
would seem that the Marquis advocated 
special government, direction of “all 
those things,” while his critic asks if it 
was not more necessary “ to let them 
take their own way, under proper pro- 
tection only? How many general and 
particular manufactures have been es- 
tablished and brought to perfection, by 
liberty alone, each having been carried 
on in its own right. * * * How many 
things are now carried on with tolerable 
success, merely from hitherto escaping 
a pretended legislative police, which, in- 
stead of advancing, retards the progress 
of industry and improvement. * * * In- 
deed the removal of obstacles is all that 
is necessary for the success of trade, It 
asks nothing of the publick, but good 
judges, the discouragement of monopoly, 
an equal protection to all the subjects, an 
invariable coin, roads and canals: Besides 
tliPHo articles, all other cares are vicious: 
and this vice is the more pernicious to a 
State, as it Hows from an ill-conducted 
zeal: — This zeal has partisans, officers iu 
employment and authority, and it re- 
quires whole ages to undeceive them of 
meir errors. Trade, the writer continues, 
is the science of individuals; but a gen- 
eral direction of trade cannot be a science. 
f«ir it is iinpossitde.” He says the di- 
rectors of trade arrogate to themselves 
all knowledge requisite for the direction 
of commerce, and that “ if this arrogance 
lie faulty, and they consult their caprice 
more than their understanding, the result 
will bo, laws that cramp commerce, and 
favours unjustly conferred. * * * It is 
reported of the great Colbert, Prime 
minister of Henry IV of France, that 
when ho convened tho several deputies of 
commerce at his house, and asked what 
lie could do for the benefit of trade? tbo 
most sensible and plainest spoken man 
among them replied in these three words. 

* Let rs ai.onk.' Have we over re- 
flected upon the good sense of that short 
answer? * * * If onco the multitude are 
allowed to take their own way, the world 
will be soon undeceived, to the great ad- 
vantage of society, and shew that the 
passage of merchandize from one state 
to another ought to he as that of the air 
ami waters. All Europe (and why not 
America?) ought to he no other than a 
general and common fare; the person or 
nation which should make the best com- 
modity should find the greatest ad van- 
tage. The difference and expense of 
carriage are sufficient reasons for any 
nation to prefer iu own goods to those of 
others;” and this judgment the writer 
clinches witli the fuither assertion that 
“tho custom-house duties will always 
have a bail effect, for the finances ot a 
nation ought to be raised from the con- 
sumption only, as all duties levied upon 
transportation, be they what they will, 
never fail to distress trade.” 

These extremely radical free trade doc- 
trines peivade the entire letter. 

Tne next article is headed “ The Inde- 
pendent Whig. [No. L|” Its title is sun, 
nosed to convey ttie idea of the writers 
liberality and love of freedom. It occu- 
pies the remainder of the first and over 
a column of the fourth and last page, 
skipping the second and third. The 
writer starts out with the remark that 
lie had “ seen in a late Philadelphia papar 
a speech ot the British minister in the 
House of Commons, introducing two 
Inlls relating to the American dispute, of 
a conciliatory complexion,” and lie makes 
a vigorous protest against listening 
for a moment to any terms of settlement 
short of complete independence. He 
congratulates liis 'country on tho victory, 
which, if vfchtly improved, must pro- 
duce the most decisive consequences to 
American independence. To establish 
and maintain mil* rank in the scale of 
nations, we have only to determine if it 
shall be so. A moderate exertion of 
good sense, nur severance And vigour, will 
soon put us in possession of the object 
of our wishes. The most sanguine of 
oui enemies must now be convinced that 
(lie phantom of military conquest has 
vanished, and that the ministry of (treat 
Britain are making their lust effort of 
despairing impotence. The contrast be- 
tween their former and present conduct 
is striking. Instead ef boosting promises 
to lay America at their teet, to reduce 
her in a single campaign to uncondition- 
al submission, they are compelled to 
adopt tiie language of mean concession, 
and hypocritical extenuation. Experi- 
ence lias taught them wlmt all wise men 
knew from the beginning, and what, if 
it had been properly attended !<•. would 
Intve deterred them from a profusion of

blood and treasure, to purchase disgrace ! 
to tiiemselves and ruin to the nation they 
lmvo betrayed. * * * What are wo to do 
upon Mils occasion? Are we to listen to 
tho offers of a delusive and dishonorable 
compromise. Are we in tho moment of 
triumph to renounce the prize for which 
wo fought and hied— to plead guilty to 
tho charge of rebellion, and Accept in- 
sulting pardons from men who have done 
ail that vindictive rage would Invent to 
enslave and ruin us? Every honest 
heart must swell with indignation at the 
idea.” 

The wrftor concludes his indignant 
patriotic protest witli the following 
pointed remarks: 

“Were we to eomc to a compromise 
witli England, the situation of those who 
have taken an active part, in tho war, 
would be truly deplorable. While the 
enemies to Ihefr country would lie court- 
ed and honored, they would lie insulted, 
persecuted and despised. Abject and 
miserable nt home, wo should ho still 
more abject and misuiahle abroad. No 
country would alTord us an asylum from 
infamy. American meanness would be- 
come proverbial throughout the world, 
and every nation on earth would point 
the finger of derision at us, for abandon- 
ing, in the full career of success, a work 
so happily begun, and letting slip the 
golden opportunity of securing indepen- 
dence to our country, and laying the 
foundation of an empire, which would bo 
the envy and admiration of mankind.” 

Surely, this writer had a clear concep- 
tion of tlio situation and a vivid foresight 
of the future magnitude and power of 
the United States. 

Next, we liavo a proclamation “Given 
at Now York, in tho statpof Pennsylvania, 
this Ninth Day of May, Anno Domini, One 
Thousand, Seven Hundred and Seventy- 
Eight.” Henry Laurens. President, 
Charles Thomson, Secretary, signing the 
proceedings. Tho preamble states “that 
violences have been done by American 
armed vessels to neutral nations, in 
seizing ships belonging to tlioir subjects 
under their colors, anil in making cap- 
tures of those of the enemy whilst un- 
der the protection of neutral coasts, con- 
trary to tho usunge ami custom of 
nations;” and this is followed hy a 
solemn warning and threat of condign 
punishment, against tho commission of 
“such unjustifiable and piratical acts, 
which reflect dishonour upon the national 
character of these States.” 

Following this Proclamation, we have 
“Extracts of the M unites. In Congress, May 
22, 1778,” ceriiflied by Charles Thomson, 
Secretary: “Resolved, That it lie recom- 
mended to the Legislatures of the re- 
spective States, to enact Laws for ex- 
empting from Militia Duty all Persons 
who have deserted, or shall hereafter de- 
sert, from the British Army and Navy 
during the present War,” etc. 

On the 21st of April news was received 
at Charlestown. South Carolina, from 
Georgia, of the capture by “Col. Elbert 
and Col. White in the Washington and 
Lee gallics of tho State, joined by the 
Bullock Gaily,” of several vessels “be- 
longing to the King of England;” and 
“our gallics are gone to attack the Gala- 
tea man of war, said to he on shore at 
Jokyl Island. This ship lias long invest- 
ed the eoast, and interrupted the trade 
of Georgia and South Carolina.” The 
bulletin further states, “We are menaced 
with an expedition from St. Augustu t 
against Georgia, and are sending troops 
(under command of Col. Charles Cots- 
wortli Pinkney) to the assistance of oui 
sister state.” 

The “Rattlesnake privateer of Philadel- 
phia, Capt. M'Culloch,” had carried two 
prizes into Geoigia. 

It was reported at Poughkeepsie-on the 
25th of May that provisions, both fresh 
and sajt were very scarce in the city of 
New York, “and though the prices are 
limited by martial law, yet the seller 
generally found means to obtain more; 
that a good quarter ot veal could he sold 
for half a joe, and other provisions in 
proportion; that even the soldiers were 
| stinted to halt allowance of salt meat, and 
it. was supposed the scarcity would in- 
crease, as 42 transports had just arrived 
Horn Philadelphia with invalids and tory 
inhabitants.” 

A correspondent, signing himself “Mil- 
ton,” in an address of a column and a 
quarter, “To the People of Massachusetts 
Bay.” declaims earnestly against the laws 
of the state, hy which ho declares that 
“Congregationalism is as certainly estab- 
lished hy them as Episcopacy is estab- 
lished by tho laws of England,” and lie 
goes at length into an argument, adduc- 
ing facts, to show that tho effect of these 
laws was to compell Christians of otner 
denominations to contribute tow no the 
support of Congregational churches 
whether they attended smlt churches or 
not. “Their estatos must be rated and 
their property be taken from them, to 
assist iu tho maintenance ot a preacher 
whom they seldom, or novel hear. This 
my countrymen, is to pay something 
lor nothing.” As pertinent, lie asks 
leave io introduce a story, which he says 
he l.nd hoard repeated, hut “the truth ui 
which I do not affirm.” 

A collector of ministerial rates called 


i upon a certain liar her for his proportion 
| of the minister’s tax. To whom, iu 
great surprise ho replied. I owe him noth- 
| noUninj, I never attended his preaching; 
T cannot help that, said the collect n, 
you live in the parish, the doors are open 
every Sunday, and Mr. — preaches to the 
eon g legation; you may atteud if you 
please. The assessors huyo rated you so 
much, and 1 must have the money !' The 
poor barber was accordingly obliged to 
pay it. The next day he made a visit to 
the minister himself, ami complained of 
I tho injustice of forcing him to p.»y iur 
what he never had. O, Si , said the 
minister, that is your f iu>,, me meeting 
house iH open eve. y Mimlay. The barber, 
finding hoco uu get no relief. went home; 
and after some mouths had elapsed, lie 
carried iu an account to the minister lor 
shaving him and dressing his wig. lie 
looked at it with astonishment, and with 
no small degree of resentment, said io 
him. I owe you nothing, 1 never em- 
ployed you. 1 cannot help that, sic. said 
tiie harbor, that is your tault, my shop is 
open nil the week, and you may be 
served if you please. ”

of a column of short advertisements, the

l Brigantine Sally, about 200 tons— she is 
nxed for 10 gm s. and is very well

Tho Schooner Nancy, 70 tons burthen, 
and a number of carriage guns, swivels, 
stone socom -hand sails and small stores 
belonging to ships, were also on sale at 
('apt Brm bury Sanders’ wharf at 
Gloucester. Several other vessels am 
offered, some of ilieui like the above, 
seeming to be intended for privateering. 
Touching three of these, and a “neat 
pair of dou de-l'oi lilied three pound can- 
non, six swivels, ami twenty casks ot es- 
sence ot spi uee,” etc., iuqniiy could lie 
made “of (’apt. Bachelor of-Nevfiury- 
Port . or Capt. Sawyer of Taunton.” 

John Head of Boston and Leonard Jar- 
vis of Bedford who interested in the 
sale of * * t In* Snow R duo t and her cargo, 
consisting of about iso casks of flaxseed 
and 5U tons fiutick,” The latter mcr- 
cliani also otfi in “ Ylmii. Best Bordeaux

Rum, Brandy,” etc. 

It must have been pleasant iu those 
perilous times to know that "Tho Eng- 
lish Grammar school in .state street con- 
tinues open still, and here the youth of 
either sex may learn to spelt and read, 
and speak and write the best of Ian- I 
guages, as true, correct, and elegantly as 
they wish to.” 

News from London up to the 25hd of 
March had been received, but nothing 
very important, save that it was expect- 
ed war would tic soon declared against i 
France; Lord Amherst had been “pro- j 
moted to the rank of Gcncrnl, in order 
to his taking upon him the command iu | 
chief of all the forces iu America; and 
May 17th “The commissioners that are 
to go to A met ica had a meeting at tho 
Eari of Carlisle’s ami were several hours 
in consultation.” 

Under the general head, America , are 
about two columns of interesting news 
articles worthy of being introduced en- 
tile hud we room. 

At Lancaster, May 24th, “the remains 
of His Excellency, Thomas Wharton. Jr., 
Esq., Prcsi lent of tho Supreme Execu- 
tive council of Pennsylvania, was in- 
terred with military honours.” 

At Fish-Kill, May film, tho sloop of 
war, King-Fisher, of 1(1 guns, was ob- 
liged to tow off with inectpitation, hav- 
ing been hul.ed several tinn s hy well-di- 
rected shot, from a couple of guns sent 
down for tho purpose, under tiie com- 
mand of Capt. Moodie.” 

Deserters from tho British Army were 
daily coming in from Philadelphia and 
New York. 

A letter received at Hartford, June 0, 
states that “a considerable village 40 
miles west of Albany is destroyed by the 
Indians and Tories, which brought on an 
engagement between the enemy and a 
party of the Continental troops and mili- 
tia, wlio went to the assistance of the 
sufferers. Our people were defeated, 
and lost 25 killed and missing. 

Also by the way of Hartford, informa- 
tion comes through a gentleman trom 
Gen. Washington's head-quarters, “that 
a large body of the enemy crossed from 
Philadelphia, at Cooper’s Ferry, into 
Jersey; and that a division of the 
American Grand Army were under 
murchiug orders, and it was expeeted tiie 
enemy designed to march through New 
Jersey to Now York. 

About daybreak, Sunday, May :11st, “a 
party of British troops tioni Rhone Is- 
land, consisting of 150 men under the 
command of Major Ayres, landed at the 
mouth of Fall River, with a design to 
burn Freetown and tho .Mills. They set 
tiro to the lower mill, and a house Mint 
stood on the shore; hut tiie town and 
upper mills, by the vigilance of 25 of the 
inhabitants, were saved. Apprized of 
the enemy’s intention, they took up the 
bridge and posted themseivcs behind a 
wall that commanded it, from whence 
they kept up a brisk fire on the enemy, 
tiiat after an engagement of near an 
hour and a half, they were compelled to 
retire, leaviug behind them one killed 
and another mortally wounded.” 

Boston, June 11, Col. Ransalear from 
Albany, reports “that Major-General 
Dclaticey, Colonel Robinson, the late 
Mayor of the eity of Albany, together 
with two other gentlemen ot note, had 
sent out a Mag from New York, to His 
Excellency, Governor Clinton, soliciting 
the protection of the States, with the ot- 
ferof delivering up all their paternal 
property to obtain it. They received an- 
swer that the pleasure of Congress must 
first he known before they could lie re- 
ceived to mercy.” 

The Uouor.ihle Brigadier-General Nix- 
on, Arc., set off from his house at Fram- 
ingham, to join Ills brigade at Fisli- 
Kill.” 

“Two Tories were lately hanged at 
Albany, and ten more were to suffer the 
same fate on the 5th of June.” 

“State of Massachusetts Bay, — In the 
House of Representatives, April 20,1778.” 
Under this caption follow a preamble 
and resolution, showing that a number 
of men who had been drafted as a part 
of the State's quota, ami others absent 
on furlough, whose furlonglis had ex- 
pired, as well as some who ban returned 
home without leave, and tailed to join 
the Continental army at Fish-Kill: and it 
was resolved to appoint superintendents 
in each county, whose duty it should he 
to cause said men to he immediately 
marched thither and delivered into the 
charge of Brigadier Jonathan Warner, 
appointed hy the General Court to re- 
ceive them. These proceedings were 
“sent up lor concurrence,” signed “J. 
I'itts, Speaker 1*. T. In Council, Apiii 
20, 1778. Read and concurred John 
Avery, Dep'y Sec’y.” The superinund- 
ems appointed were: For Suffolk, M a j. 
Stephen Radiant; Essex. Hon. Michael 
Farley, Esq. : Middlesex, lion. Eicaxcr 
Brooks, Esq. : Hampshire, Noah Good- 
man, Esq.: l'lymouth, Maj. David Til- 
den; Barnstable, Col. Enoch ILdlct; Bris- 
tol, Maj. James Williams; York, John 
Frost, Esq. ; Worcester, Maj. Setli Wash- 
burn; Cumberland, Maj. James Johnson; 
Lincoln, Col. Samuel McCnbli; Berkshire, 
Capt. Isaac Marsh. 

The rest of tho paper— one column on , 
t he third and two on the fourth page — is 
devoted to vaiious advertisements. N. 
rushing. Judge of Court in Middlesex, 
signs two legal notices of vessels li- 
belled. Samuel Lee of Manchester offers 
eight dollars rewind for “a negro man, 
named Caesar, about five feet and a halt 
high.” who had absconded iu a new 
uniform, uomw-spun coat— bis other- 
oloathingn *t known;” and Ephraim Ful- 
ler of Middleton, cautions all persons 
against, and forbids their harboring a 
run-away “Negro Girl named Venus, in 
tho 19th year of her ago, as they would 
avoid the penalty of the law.” Und.\ 
Hay. D.Q.M.G. offers Ten Bounds I'eiin- 
svlvauia currency per month, equal to 
twenty-six dollars and two thiuis,” for 
experienced teamsters “willing to enter 
the continental service.” Capt. Benja- 
min Farnhum of Auuover, ailvui tises a 
deserter, named William Burt, who en- 
listed in Col. Benjamin Tuppor’s regi- 
ment. Joseph Callender asks for pal i on- 
age at ids “.Shot Store, lower end of 
Suite street, adjoining Long Wharf. At 
j their store.liead of Long Wharf, Bowdoin 
I and Read ate ready to sell Sugar, Molas- 
I scs. New England Rum, A-c. John Wiu-

and Joseph Burrell, in Union Square, 
keeps u similar assortment, together with 
“Brown Sugar, a few Casks of excellent 
l’ortev,” Ao.

We nro sorry to be obliged to chronicle 
such things ns being done in tbo city of 
Newton, ns they seem to indicato it 
fooling of desperation, a desire to win at 
all hazards, which is not complimentary 
to their cause. It is this spirit which 
wo find fault with in Southern elections, 
but, evidently, human nature is the 
same North and South, and with a good 
many, the end appears to justify the 
means. Nevertheless, wo do not bcliove 
that such a condition of aiTairs exists in 
our school hoard, as to call for such 
extreme measures to proservo the ma- 
jority that has existed there tho past two 
years. 

Tho supporters of Rev. Mr. White have 
nothing ;to regret in their action. They 
worked fairly and honestly, and they 
had a ‘candidate in every way the equal 
of Mr. Dickinson, and one who would 
have done honor to the board. Tho 
course taken by Mr. Dickinson’s friends, 
to secure his election, makes it a matter 
of regret that they succeeded, irre- 
spective of any other considerations.

MAYOR KIMBALL 


THE CITY ELECTION. 


Tho result of the city election was cer- 
tainly surprising in the dccisivo nature 
of the majority for the head of tho 
ticket, hut it only shows what the New- 
ton Republicans can do with a perfectly 
satisfactory candidate, and when all an- 
tagonisms aro avoided. They went to 
work this year in the right spirit, there 
was no abuse of Mayor Kimball, or any 
one else, the nominating convention de- 
clined to go out of its way to encour- 
age any factional fights, and they asked 
of the candidates chosen only that they 
should be good citizons, and not that 
they should wear any distinctive party 
label. The wisdom of such a policy is 
shown by the success which attended the 
whole ticket. The majority of voters in 
a municipal election do uot ask what a 
man believes in regard to national poli- 
tics, but only if he is likely to make a 
trustworthy official. 

Mr. Burr had the advantage of an un- 
exceptionable record in the city govern- 
ment, of a nomination won so fairly that 
no antagonisms were aroused, and of a 
large party of enthusiastic friends. Mr. 
Nickerson on tho other hand was handi- 
capped by the lateness of his nomination, 
and also by the fact that during bis years 
of service as chairman of the highway 
committee, he lias had to hear the re- 
sponsibility of all the] doings of the 
committee. If a man does not get his 
street fixed, or does not get employment, 
he blames the chairman, ami men with 
hopes for a political future are very shy 
of that office. That he received so large 
a vote, in spite of the demoralization of 
the Citizen’s party, is a great compli- 
ment to him, and shows how widely his 
upright character and disinterested ser- 
vice in behalf of the cily is known and 
appreciated, in spite of the unpopularity- 
bringing office he has hold. 

Mr. lleinan M. Burr is tue youngest 
mayor ever chosen to preside over the 
interests of Newton, but those who have 
watched his career in the common coun- 
cil are confident that he will be one of 
the best, and that lie will give us a per- 
fectly straightforward and vigorous ad- 
ministration, marked by a strict enforce- 
ment of the laws, aud wise oconomy. 

He will have the assistance of au ex- 
cellent city council, surprising such vete 
rans in the city service as Aldermen Put- 
tee, Johnson, Chadwick and Childs, with 
two new members of high character, Mr. 
Adams K. Toltnan aud Mr. W. F. Har- 
bach, and Mr. J. C. Kennedy, who has 
been promoted from the common coun- 
cil. The latter body promises to main- 
tain the good reputation it made this 
year, as Councilmeu Rice, Fenno, Wis- 
wall, Bond. Moody, Ranlett. Ilalc and 
Hambieu are returned, aud tho now mem- 
bers include such able business men as 
Messrs. A. F. Luke. A. H. Roffe and G. 
F. Richardson. Messrs. Reuben Fork nail, 
L. A. Hall aud E. J. Hyde complete the 
list of the lower branch, which will prob- 
ably at ouce engage in a good-natured 
contest over the positiou of president. 


Mayor Kimball's refusal to serve an- 
other year as Mayor was not a surprise 
to his Triends, who know with what re- 
luctauce he accepted the nomination last 
year, and he has made no secret of his 
purpose to retire at the end of the pres- 
ent term. He has served the city well as 
Mayor for tho past five years, giving his 
whole time to the duties of tho office, to 
tho neglect of his private business, and 
ho thought it about time that some 
other citizon should take up tho burdeu. 

Last year the sharp attack made upon 
Mayor Kimball’s administration furnish- 
ed him a strong incentive to put the 
matter to the test of a popular vote, aud 
get the judgment of tho people, but this 
year no unfair criticismsjiave been made 
and Mayor Kimball can retire with hon- 
or, having received for live years a ma- 
jority of the popular vote for the highest 
office in Newton. That ought to coutent 
the ambition of any man, land Mayor 
Kimball Expresses himself as perfectly 
satisfied. 

He leaves public life now on perfectly 
friendly terms with all parties, aud it is 
a characteristic of the political wisdom 
of Mayor Kimball to take advantage of 
this opportunity to retire from a position 
in which no more honors are to be 
gained, and the duties of which had but 
little attraction for a man who has per- 
formed them for livo successive years.

The indications multiply that General 
Harrison intends to be president; infnci, 
as well as in name, and that he does not 
intond to he tho iiguro-hond for any “un- 
crowned king.” General Harrison's fit- 
ness for tho high position to which lie 
has boon chosen is;exliibitcd in his ability 
to keep silent, in spite of the combined 
attack of the newspaper iuterviewers. 
lie has a great opportunity before him, 
and he seems! likely to use it in the 
wisest manner. The anxious office 
seekers who are counting upon a clear 
sweep, will probably be disappointed, as 
the theory and practice of civil service 
reform will not be abandoned. 


The sticker, the vote pedler, the print- 
ing committee, the man that bribes, and 
all the rest of them have had their last 
chance, as future elections are to be con- 
ducted under tho Australian ballot sys- 
tem. No one will know how a man votes, 
and he will be given a ticket with all the 
candidates upon it, to pick out those he 
wants to vote for. Under such a system 
the best candidates will be apt to come 
out ahead, so that nominating caucuses 
and conventions will have to bo very 
caeful in their selections. 


The city of Boston is fortunate in hav- 
ing for its superintendent of schools such 
a liberal, intelligent and progressive 
man as Prof. Edwiu P. Seaver, whom 
Newton is giud to claim as a resident. It 
would he too great good fortune, wo sup- 
pose, for Newton to have such a superin- 
tendent, but it would effect au immense 
improvement in our school system. 

At the diunerof the Boston Boot and 
Shoe Club, Wednesday evening, Mr. 
Seaver was called upon to speak about 
Industrial training and made some ex- 
cellent remarks. He said that lie regai d- 
ed the term manual training as mislead- 
ing, It is not the training of the hand so 
much as the training of the mind. There 
is no complete aud thorough training of 
the mind without a skilful hand. But 
the speaker’s main point was that the 
public school principle is capable of a 
very great extension in order to meet the 
educational requirements of the time, viz., 
free schools of mechanical arts. When 
it is urged that the city of Boston must 
not go so far as to spend the public 
money for tho training of any boy for any 
special trade it should be remembered 
that for the past 250 years the Boston 
Latin school lias been going a long way 
in fitting men for the bar, tho pulpit and 
the learned professions generally. Ap- 
prenticeship is a thing of tho past. There 
are hundreds of boys in our city who need 
industrial education, aud are they not 
entitled to it? Mr. Seaver mentioned as 
very significant the fact that tho locomo- 
tive works in Philadelphia, after throe 
years* trial of graduates from the Giirad 


^Tuesday was a groat day for young 
Harvard graduates, as four cities elecied 
them for their mayors. Nowton chose 
Mr. Burr; Woburn, Mr. Johuson; Fall 
River, Mr. Jackson, aud New Bedford, 
Mr. Clifford.

The lines “except for school com- 
mittee” were printed in a bold face Gothic 
type, clearly and distinctly, and the gener- 
al nppearnnee of the ticket was different in 
every respect from the straight Republican 
ticket. It was termed a boy’s ticket, 
but tlie boys who had the ballots prepared 
and printed were all voters and had a per- 
fect right to get up a ticket, so long as they 
complied with the conditions of law im- 
posed in such cases.

Ballot Reform. 


This is oue of the reforms which must 
come, for without it our system of popu- 
lar government cannot be maintained. 
Every election, especially in our largo 
cities, shows that until this reform is se- 
cured all other reforms are impossible of 
accomplishment. The control of the 
election machinery, of the printing and 
distributing of the ballots, must be taken 
from the politicians and put into the 
hands of the State. That is, we 
must take the power to control 
our elections away from the men who 
have no responsibility and no interest 
iu government save extravagance and 
corruption, aud put it into the hands of 
officials who are sworn to do their duty. 
Of what uko is it to try to get honest 
men nominated for office wheu we leave 
iu the hands of the political workers the 
power to defeat them at the polls by dis- 
tributing fraudulent or defective ballots, 
or by making “deals” and "dickers” 
whicn cheat the people of their will? 
We have talked for years about reform- 
ing the primaries aud the nominating 
conventions, but not one particle of pro- 
gress has been made. Under the Massa- 
•cliusotts law any 4(H) voters, in case of u 
cuididatu for State office, and any UK) 
voters, in case of a candidate lor a lesser 
office, by uniting in a petition in behalf 
of a candidate of their choice can have I 
his name printed upon the official ballots ' 
and have those ballots distributed at the 
polls, at the public expense. What more 
certain way of reforming the primaries 
could be devised than this? If there 
were such a law in New York City there 
would be an end to the astonishing spec- 
tacle which is there so often presented of 
a "boss” setting up a candidate of his 
own for office in spite of all opposition. 
Under such a law both “bosses” and 
primaries would in a very short time lose 
their present dominance in our own poli- 
tics. 

Iu fact, there is scarcely a form of 
iniquity known to our election methods 
which a good ballot law would not radi- 
cate. We should be rid at one stroke of 
the assessments upon candidates, of the 
bribing and bull-dozing of voters, of the 
nomination of notoriously unfit candi- 
dates, of “deals” aud “dickers” and 1 
“trades” at the polls. All these would 
disappear, for tiie simple reason that the i 
machinery of (flections would be taken 
out of tiie bands of irrespousibile and 
often dishonest men. Such au obvious 1 
and imperative reform us this cannot be 
long delayed.— [The Century for Decom- 
ber. 


The New Sinles. 

What shall their names be? The elec- 
tion makes this question a timely one. 
Most of the names on our roll of Stales 
tiro very good, and the nation is fortun- 
ate in their general fitness, melody «id 
excellence. Thirty of tlio 88 few could 
wish to change. Thu mistakes have been 
iu tiie compound names which use tiie 
adjectives New, North, South and West. 
Every one of these is bad, and their rep- 
itition anywhere should not be permit- 
ted. Any local consideration or clamor 
ought not to weigh against this sufficient 
reason for ruling out nny North or South 
Dakota as names. 

Au unwiilteu law of our State nomen- 
clature lias been, “no personal names.” 
This has served us well in defending the 
capital quality of our roll and it should 
not lie violated, now, or ever. If we 
were to begin with a Washington and 
Lincoln, Grant would soon follow, and 
then, who? The time to defend ourselves 
from such questions and such a lotting 
down of our standard is at tiie outset, 
and by refusing tlio first wrong step. 
This reason is effectively reinforced by 
t he fact that the name of Washington 
lias and is assuming more and more a 
prominence in our system of names for j 
counties, eilies aud towns, and the con- 
tusion in postal and other matters wmiid 
bo serious if the new Pacific Common- 
wealth were permitted to take the same 
name. 

There is no good reason why these 
considerations should not have force. 
Our best names are those which are na- 
tive, having a local fitness and flavor of 
the soil. Such names await adoption for 
these new States, as good as the best, 
and it would be a mistake to miss our op- 
portunity to adopt them, as it wajs to 
take West Virginia instead of Kenawha 
and North Carolina tor Roanoke. 
wTi.eoma would bo ns fine a name as 
any State has, and the coming State 
should not be forbidden to adopt that 
name of oue of its grandest mountains. 
Certainly not because one of its towns 
happens to bear the same. The fortunes 
of i hat town would not lie bettered by 
one iota because the State took the 
name, and the jealousy of any rival town 
should not influence iu the least a states- 
manlike decision of this question at 
Washington. 

The same is true of Pembina. For ei- 
ther half of tiie divided Dakota, this 
would be a thoroughly good name, and 
either should prefer it infinitely rather 
than inflict upon their children any 
North and South jargon, a perpetual re- 
minder that, their native State was only a 
fraction of something. Dakota wheat 
won d lie just as good and would find 
just as good a market if it were raised in 
Pembina. Indeed, it might still bear the 
same name. The opinions and the feel- 
ing of the people in tlieso Territories 
should have just consideration, but they 
should not have decisive weight. They 
are less than a million, the rest of us are 
sixty millions, and our interest in a 
proper selection of names is just as great 
as theirs. It is a question for the nation 
to decide through iis representatives, and 
congressmen cannot he absolved from 
their responsibility by any unwise local 
jealousy anil clamor.— [Boston Advcrtis-

A hearing was givon on Mr. Fitzpat- 
rick’s petition for license to erect a plan- 
ing mill on Crafts street. 

Mr. A. R. Mitchell objected to a li- 
cense being granted, and said lie would 
have objected to Mr. Ross’s being given a 
license had he known of tiie application. 
Ho did not think sucli mills should be 
allowed iu places where so many houses 
were being built, and where the noise, 
dust and smoke would prove such a nui- 
sance. lie was building three houses 
and lie owned two others near there, and 
the vicinity of the planing mills would 
lie a great 'damage to him, as they would 
interfere with the venting of the houses, 
and also injure the sale. 

Mr. Fred C. Perry said that lie owned 
a house on Court street, on which he 
had expended considerable money, and 
tho noise from tho mills would bo a se- 
rious objection, He was not aware of 
Mr. Ross’s application or he would have 
been present to oppose it. He found 
that tiie Electric Light station was a se- 
rious nuisance. The noise of planing 
mill machinery could be heard a mile 
away. He owned a lot on Walnut street, 
but a carpenter shop adjacent reduced 
its value so much that it was not worth 
while t<* build upon it. 

Mr. Mitchell said that he honed if the 
license was granted, the board would 
have the buildings made fire-proof, and 
would not allow any nun e wooden build- 
ings there. Mr. Fitzpatrick said that a 
wooden building would bo just as safe as 
one of brick or stone, the noise was just 
the same. The building would be in the 
middle of a lot coutaifliug 5,200 feet, and 
the nearest building would be 95 feet by 
actual measurement. The residents on 
Church street, where his old mill was 
located, all said that they were never 
disturbed by the noise, and their only 
objection was tiie possible danger from 
fire. The nearest house or stable to the 
now building would be some 500 feet 
distance.

Alderman Ward stated that at the last 
meeting the Mayor had sent in a com 
munication in regard to the lighting o 
the city, and for the sake of getting 
information, he had written to the 
Newton & Watertown Gas Company, 
asking if they were willing to fulfil the 
contract they offered to' make last 
summer, and what the additional cost oi 
lighting the streets all night would be. 
He had received Hie following answer: 

Newton, Mass., Dec. 8, 18S8. 
John Ward, Esq.. Chairman o!' Committee on 
Fuel and Street Lights: 

Dear Sir — In reply to your communication 
of the 15th inst., 1 would say that tins company 
having acquired, on the 1st inst. the property 
of Newton Electric Light and Power Company, 
aud the basis of our estimute* ami propositions 
referred to by you l>eiug thus entirely changed, 
it will he impossible to make a definite proposal 
to the City until we have determined upon some 
plan for utilizing and enlarging the property ami 
the expense of the same. This the company 
will proceed at once to do, and will be glad to 
confer with your committee at an early date in 
* relation to the same. It is impracticable to es- 
tablish die necessary lilies lor lighting the 
whole '-itv during the winter months, und we 
shall he ready . without doubt, to supplv the city 
as soon as the season will admit of the necessa- 
ry construction. This company would undoubt- 
edly iu auv event renew any proposition of the 
Newton Klcctric Light and Power Co., and I 
believe then pro|>osul fur all night lighting was 
$.3 extra for each im'xndesceut lamp per annum. 
You may be assured that it is the desire ami in- 
tent iou of this company to offer to supply the 
city at the lowest paying point, but as before 
stated we canuot determine the sum : definitely 
without further consideration.

Alderman C tadwhk said that the 
street light committee ought to drive a 
sharper bargain th in that. The gas com- 
pany had no plant when they made their 
offer last summer, but now that they con- 
trolled both plants they ought to be abLe 
to do t te work for $20,000 at least. 

Alderman Johnson moved that the 
whole matter be referred to the street 
light committee, with instructions to 
confer with the gas company mid find 
one what offer they were willing to make 
to do the work till suite pet inmietit 
arrangement can be male lor the Mine. 
The streets now ate being lighted at the 
long price and it was rather expensive. 
The G. utter was so referred. 

THE PLANING mill III VIIING. 

The hearing on Mr. Fitzpatrick's peti- 
tion for license to put up a <K) horse 
power engine and boiler in his planing 
mill on Crafts street was then opened, a 
large number of the residents in til© vi- 
cinity being present. 

Mr. A. It. Mitchell was the llrst remon- 
strant and said that lie could only rcpetil 
what lie had said at the previous meet- 
ing. He had started t ■ improve that lo- 
cality, was building tlncc houses there 
and owned two more, all of which were 
within *>do feet of the piopu»cd I lulling 
mills. It was a desirable locality for 
people < d moderate means, and one of 
the very lew now loft vacant within easy 
reach of the railroad station. II*- hoped 
that t lie board would not grant any such 
permit, hut il they did lecl obliged to do 
so, he hoped they would require the 
buildings to be made fire-proof, so that 
we should not have any great fire there. 
The smoke and noise from a planing 
mill would bo disagreeable to the resi- 
dents and do much to lowei the value of 


r _ in that locality. He would 

-iko" to Itavo the hoard look over the 
ground before they came to any decision. 

Mr. Forty asked if it was t l»o object of 
the hoard to increase taxable property. 
Also if thoy did not wish to have the un- 
occupied house-lots built upon. In this 
locality, there was 400 feet of land ad- 
joining the planing mill, within 100 feet 
of it. On the other side of the street, 
400 feet more, making 800 in all. On 
Court street there waa one hundred and 
twenty-five feet more, and next to Mr. 
Ly ford’s 100 feet more. and on the corner 
adjoining the planing mill, 800 feet, in 
all some six acres, suitable for building 
purposes. The board had left the mat- 
ter out to two men to decido whether 
there should be two planing mills built 
in this locality. It was a matter which 
the full hoard should dcccide. Last 
week, it was plain that the nldermon con- 
sidered that it was no funeral of theirs, 
although if such mills wore to ho built 
in front of any alderman’s house, they 
would object to some purpose, as that 
would be bringing the case near home. 
But the decision was loft to two men, one 
of whom was in the samo kind of busi- 
ness, and they knew Mr. Boss and did 
not know us, and so were inclined to 
make it a matter of personal friendship. 

A man who builds a house morely to sell 
it. indulges merely in barter for the sake 
of gain: but a man who builds a houso 
for an investment has some permanent 
interest in the improvement of the local- 
ity. Last week I asked Mr. Ross if he 
would build a house for himself so near 
to his planing mill as mine, and he said 
that it ho wanted a cheap houso he 
woo’d. 1 paid $7,000 for my houso, and 
I ar# spont $3,')00 in improvements, every 
cent, of which is paid for. He lives in a 
better house, aua in a better locality. It 
is his good fortune in owning a house, 
which ho paid for in being unfortunate. 
Mr. Ross and Mr. Fitzpatrick are at log- 
gerheads, but the latter has contracted 
to lease his steam power to Ross, and if 
you refuse one permit, neithor mill will 
be built. It is to be a lumber yard as 
welL^s a mill, and what kind of a place 
tha^IR he-youjJan see by goinR down 
Walnut street, one minute’s walk from 
the railroad. We were on the giouud 
tirst: we built and improved our homes, 
and we ought to bo considered. Mr. 
Mitchell pays heavy taxes, his houses are 
an ornament to the city, and he ought to 
receive consideration. The electric light 
station is bad enough, but to allow two 
planing mills to be placed there is devil- 
ish. One mill is more than wo want, and 
will decrease the value of all the sur- 
round iug property. If you refuse one 
permit, the other mill wont be built. 

John Stanley said that he owned a lit- 
tle place on Washington street, opposite 
the site of the planing mill. The smoke 
and steam from the laundry building 
now used by Mr. Fitapatiick was very 
disagreeable. The Newton papers had 
notices f< r lidding the keeping of cows or 
swine, hut these planing mills would be 
much more of a nuisance than any cows 
or swine could be. If it was au Ameri 
cau| neighborhood no permit would be 
given. 

Thomas Stanley said he was an abut 
tor to the planing mill lot. He owned 
land that exteuded all along the lot, 
which lie had improved and tilled in, and 
intended to build upon, but if the plan- 
ing mills were put up there, his land 
would be good for nothing and sumo one 
must pay him for the damage. Ho had 
already lost a tenant who paid $20 a 
mouth, because the planing nulls were to 
bebuiit. To ruin others was not justice 
nor right. It was not just to beuetit one 
man at the 1<*sr of others. 

Mr. J. B. Go »d rich said th it as the 
electric hgl.t station was extra-hazardous 
property it was hardly becoming in the 
gas company to object, but the owners i f 
the station were considering their own 
status. It was a matter of prudence for 
the gas company to take reasonable time 
to consider the condition of the building 
as well as the contract for Btreet light- 
ing. The gas company would give satis- 
factory terms. The company could not 
make any other response than they had 
made to Alderman Ward. They came in- 
to possession of tho electric light plant 
a week ago, and they had to find out 
what they eould do, and they were also 
considering the erection of a fire-proof 
l uilding for their own protection. He 
thought it would be a good policy to re- 
quire tiro-proof buildings to he put up. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick said he did not propose 
to insult any one, and least of all the 
members of the board who would do 
what was right iu the matter. The 
hearing to-night was on the engine and 
boiler, and not on the building. Some 
of the buildings proved to be nearer to 
his mill than he supposed. In seeking 
a location f*n« manufacturing purposes, 
it was necessary to have cheap land, to 
he in a central location, and to bo near a 
freight yard. The Crafts street lot met 
all those requirements, and would do 
less injury to adjoining property there 
than anywhere else in tho city. There 
would he objections made, no matter 
where such a mill was located, but he 
proposed to put in a 50 foot smokestack, 
to have the exhaust pipe at the top of 
the building, aud the steam aud smoke 
would not be as bait as the present 
engine he used, and which he could keep 
on using. He did not wish to injure any 
on<^ but houses eould not be built with 
out a planing mill, and Ho* laud about 
the m was marsh laud and could not 
he built on fo- many years. He was 
willing to do anything "in reason. The 
owners of low lan 's had some rights, and 
Iteonlv askeii of the board what was just 
and right. If the residents did not ob- 
ject to the electric light station, and the 
80 trains a clay on the railroad, ho did 
not see how they could object to the 
planing mill engine. 

John Purcell said there was noise and 
smoko enough now, they did not want 
any more. The electric light station ran 
all night and with the planing mill run- 
ning all day, they would have no chance 
to rest at all. 

Mr. Perry said ho wondered that tho 
planing mill was not built at Newton 
<’ M-net, but a resident there said that 
wh) i toy wan' d to loca e a nuisance 
they went to Newt •nville for it. 

The hearing was then olosed and the 
petition for the buildings was granted 
• in condition that the mill and dry house 
be made fire-proof and the engine house 
be built ot In iek, the eiedne to Ge located 
the same as iu the laundry building.

THE NEWTON INDEPENDENTS. 

THEY MEET. DINE AND TAKE STEPS TO- 
WARDS THE ORGANIZATION OF A RE- 
FORM Cl.t'll. 


About 45 gentlemen of tho committee 
of one hundred, Newton Independents, 
enjoyed one of Loo’s excellent dinner’s 
at tho Woodland Park Hotel ,Auburndale, 
Monday evening. The occasion was 
planned by a committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Samuel Sliaw, .Stephen Thacher, 
Charles W. Shepard and R. L. Bridgman, 
for the purpose of bringing the Indopen 
pendents into closer relationship and of 
giving an opportunity for an interchange 
of opinion iu regard to starting a tariff 
reform movement or organization in this 
city. After the material features had 
been fully discussed, Mr. John S. Far- 
low rapped to order and made a pleasant, 
but brief address. He alluded to the 
several bills that have been presented to 
Congress with the object of securing a 
revision of the tariff. 

Six years ago, ho said, the Morrison 
bill was introduced and was finally killed. 
Some two years lator Mr. Morrisou intro- 
duced a new bill. It waB voted to con- 
sider it, but it was ultimately defeated. 
Two years ago the Mills’ bill came up for 
attention and criticism. The recent ac- 
tion of the Senato in regard to the Mi'ls’ 
bill is familiar in tho minds of most of 
us. That body UaH now brought in what 
is termed the Senate bill, not however 
until the adjourned session of Congress 
and are now making si groat bisd ab- ut it 
The Republican party says that the tariff 
needs revision, but if the tariff must be 
revised it says it must be done by Repub- 
licans and not by Democrats. The Inde- 
pendents don't care which party under, 
takes the reform so long as it is carried 
out. We are the same Independents as 
of old, and would just as cordially sup- 
port Gen. IlarriHou in any steps which he 
might take in the way of a necessary re- 
form as we did President Cleveland in 
his efforts to promote tho principles of 
civil service ami tariff reform. [Applause.] 
The most of us were originally Repub- 
licans. We could not swallow the candi- 
date of the Republican party in 1884, Mr. 
James G. Blaine, and we therefore stood 
out and asserted our independence. We 
hope that Gen. Harrison will have the 
necessary amount of backbone to stand 
up thinly for principle, but we iear that 
lie will be unable to withstand tho pres- 
sure of the Republican spoilsmen. Sena- 
tor Ingalls and others of his ilk will 
probably say that civil service reform is 
a mere bagatelle. They will urge that all 
the Democrats should* lie turned out of 
office as soon after the fourth of March 
as possible. , 

The Independents believe in civil ser- 
vice rofoi m, iu revision of the tariff, and 
in ballot box reform as well. When we see 
corruption creeping into politics as in 
the presidential election, we stand up to 
•protest and to light against it. We will 
continue to protest everv chance that we 
get. [Applause.] 

The committee who arranged 'this 
social and informal dinner desire to form 
a club pledged to carry out measures of 
refm m, a combination that will have a 
good effect m the future, for so sure as 
the sun rises and sets tl e principles we 
advocate shall surely prevail. We are 
jtistitied in an independent course in the 
interest of pure and good government, 
and possess the privilege of exercising 
the right of “scratching” wherever we 
may. [applause.] The committee who 
called us together have a report to make 
anil I will call upon Mr. Stephen Timelier 
for information concerning it. 

Mr. Thacher said that at a meeting of 
Indendents, held Nov. 10, it was voted to 
consider the advisability of starting a 
tariff reform movement in Newton. This 
social meeting was therefore arranged 
and invititioiis sent ouij lo various get - 
tleinen to attend an iniormal dinner ai 
the Woodland Park Hotel. Many of 
those to whom the committee wrote are 
present this evening and others were un- 
able to attend Letters of regiet have 
been received from Messrs. L. I). Baines, 
K. Huzzy, J. M. Gould, Rev. N. P. 
Gilman, Rev. John Worcester, Dr. Cre- 
horo, Dr. L. R. Stone aud others who 
have signified their interest iu the move- 
ment. Tho committee has no special re- 
port to make. It lias been suggested 
that we form an organization as a branch 
of the Tariff Reform League and send 
out circulars to all independents and 
such Republicans ns are known to be 
in sympathy with the policy of a re- 
vision of tho tariff, stating what we pro- 
pose to do. It has also been suggested 
that we appoint a committee to look up 
•• iiliculany the position of Mr. Candler 
i i regard to his tariff record. 

The committee is linked in the view 
that Hie Tariff Reform League is an ex- 
cellent organization iu the interest of 
the progress of the movement. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Thaclier’s re- 
marks, Mr. Fallow spoke hrielly, and 
then called upon Mr. E. B. Haskell, who 
made a short address. Ho said that the 
Independents had not been defeated in 
any sense. The cause of tariff rutonn is 
still going on and is really stronger with 
the piMple of this country to day than 
ever before. Many Republicans feel os 
strongly on this question as we do aud 
have no hesitation iu saying that if the 
Republican party fails to come to time 
on this important question that they 
will desert the ranks. 1 should lie glad 
to see the Republican party carry on this 
reform. 

The only thing that makes such a tar- 
iff as we have at present endurable is the 
tact that wo have so much free hade go- 
ing on among ourselves. The time must 
come when the revision of the tariff will 
bo demanded. It may come gradually 
or after a storm, perils | s not until alter 
another tinam-iul disliirlianee in this 
country. In regard to the formation of 
a ciuli, 1 think it is an excellent idea. It 

is by the I such chilis [and 

the correspondence wiih siuii'ui organi- 
tions iu vuiioiis parts of the omi.ti v that 
one oi the most efficient means of pi-., 
mating tariff relonu uieasun s may ho 
brought about. 

Rev. Mr. Spaulding vns the i ext 
speaker, lie alluded particularly to the 
necessity of ballot ictorin, and said that 
the amount of corruption and bribery in 
the recent national election wax simi.ly 
astounding In order to elev.ile politic.-, 
this dangerous tendency must he clieck- 
• d It was essential that the people lie 
edu a ted in regard to the evils of bribery 
au.» dishonesty in elections. The speak- 
er then cited tlm case of a I uitaiiau 
minister w ho lost his position because 
lie possessed tlm courage of his convic- 
tions and dared to speak at uu Inde- 


pendent meeting. Wo ought to protest 
against such tilings. It seems to mo im- 
portant that work he done in the way of 
elevating and purifying politics. 

Mr. Bruce It. Ware was next called up’ 
oil by Mt> Farlow, and alluded to the sui- 
Ri'isinghr heavy vote east for Mr. Hutch- 
inson, the Independent candidate for al- 
derman from Wind 7. Mr. Hutchinson 
accepted the nomination after being 
strongly urged to do so on the ground of 
duty, and is entitled to more credit than 
anybody elso for possessing the courage 
to stand up tube knocked down. Mr. 
Hutchinson’* voto was a vigorous protest 
against poor nominations. 

Remarks were also made by Mr. Georgo 
Linder. Mr. E. P. Bond and others. 

At the conclusion of the spoech-mak- 
ing, on motion of Mr. Wilson of Newton 
.Centre, tho chairman, Mr. Farlow, was 
authorized to appoint a commltteo, iti- 
eluding the chairman and ono gentle- 
man from each ward, to consider tho 
subject of tho formation of a reform 
club, and to report in regard to tho samo 
at some future time. Mr. Farlow asked 
for tluio for consideration, and tho 
namos of the gontlomon of the commit- 
tee will ho announced at some future 
meeting. At 10.30 o’clock, after pleas- 
ant social interchanges, tho gentlemen 
departed for their homes.

TIIK ritorOSKD DREDGING to tub oaken 
STREET BRIDGE. 


Tlio last report of the Bureau of Har- 
bor and River Improvement^ in Hpcak- 
iofr of Charles River says: “The natu- 
ral channel of this river has heeh wid- 
ened, straightened and doopened, so 
that from its mouth up to Western-aven- 
ue bridge, a distance of four and one 
half miloB, the channel lias a width of 
200 foot and a depth of seven feet at 
mean low water; tlienco to Arsenal- 
street bridge, two and ono half miles, 
the channel has a least width of 80 feet 
nnd a least depth of six feot.” 

Western-avenue bridgo is the last 
bridge on the liver in Cambridge; the 
Arsenal-street bridgo is the first in the 
town of Watertown; the intermediate 
bridges being in Brighton. What is 
called the Arsenal-street bridge is across 
what was years ago Western avenue, a 
toll-bearing avenue from Watertown to 
Boston through Cambridge and below 
the original Arsenal wharf. The only 
tide-water bridge above this is the one 
on what is now North Beacon stroet, on 
the old Milldam road. 

Before the abolishing of tolls on the 
several Charles-rivor bridges and the 
Milldam, a person leaving Watertown 
en route for Boston would be confronted 
by two huge signs raised on high posts 
at the sharp angle near the residence of 
Tyler Bigelow, each pointing out the 
best road to Boston and giving the rates 
of toll. One pointing over Wosteru av- 
enue through Cambridge, and the other 
through Brighton over the Milldam. 

The site for the present U. S. Arsenal 
in Watertowu was selected because it 
was approachable by water for a certain 
class of vessels and too far from the har- 
bor of Boston to admit the passage of an 
armed vessel, aud too far off to bo reach- 
ed by shell from an invading fleet. The 
old Arsenal wharf between the two up- 
per drawbridges is still remembered by 
many old inhabitants. 

Watertown is the extreme limit of tide 
water; and for nearly the last liuudred 
years all sorts of plans have been con- 
ceived and proposed, to make the town 
of Watertown a port of entry for coast- 
wise vessels. Watertown, at the begin- 
ning of the present eentury, had a valua- 
ble flsh privilege, which it maintained 
for years; the catch of shad nnd alewives 
at times being enormous. There is no 
doubt that if there had been a uuity of 
interest Watertown to-day would have a 
full claim upon the government for a 
complete maintenance of a navigable 
river. In this the city of Newton would 
have had a large share, as in one sense it 
controls the best shore above the arsenal. 

Some thirty odd years ago Albert 
Brackett, the principal coal dealer of 
Newton, did have a wharf at which he 
landed coal, brought up in bartres in tow 
from Bostou. This movement of Mr. 
Brackett arrested the attention of Na- 
thaniel Whiting, a wealthy lesident of 
Watertown, and for years one of the 
most successful dry goods merchants of 
Boston, a partner of Ilall J. Howe, and 
better known in connection with Boston 
wharf and the leveling of Fort Hill, 

Mr. Whiting’s idea was to dredge the 
channel of Charles river above the upper 
drawbridge as far as Watertown at his 
own expense, he considering that the 
sub-material— the best of gravel— would 
lullycomponsate for the immediate out- 
lay, and that the enhanced value of real 
estate in and around the business centre 
of Watertown would justify the expecta- 
tions of the projectors. Nor was he far 
out of the way, when one considers the 
largo manufacturing interests now in 
full operation both in Watertown and 
Newton, within a radius of three miles 
from the proposed head of navigation. 

The passengers of the Boston «fc Alba- 
ny railroad, as they passed the Faneuil 
station a few days since, were surprised 
to see a two-masted vessel, a schooner, 
discharging lumber at a wharf above the 
North Beacon stroet drawbridge. It 
seems that Mr. John E. Cassidy, who 
ownes all the riparian right on the river 
on the Faneuil side as far as the Newton 
line, and a large portion on the Water- 
town side, or as far as the Stickney es- 
tate, conceived the idea of building a 
wharf, part solid, part pile. The same 
gentleman has leseiuly decided to erect 
a number of llrst-elass dwelling-houses 
on some twenty acres of his laud situa- 
ted inWatertown, between North Beacon 
street and Arsenal street, and has made 
large purchases of lumber in the eastern 
market for this purpose. 

This fact is perhaps incidental to the 
object of this article. Mr. Cassidy, like 
Mr. Whitney, has been wil ing to show 
his belief in the advantages of making 
Charles river further navigable, or as tar 
as it was intended, by risking a personal 
outlay. 

One can hardly appreciate the value to 
the manufacturing interest ot the towns 
above named should Mr. Cassidy’s exam- 
ple be followed and the channel deep- 
ened and widened from North Beacon 
street bridge to Galen street bridge in 
Watertown.— [Boston Traveller.

Y. M. C. A. 

The meeting of the Y. M. C. A. last 
Sunday at 4 o’clock was a very interest- 
ing service.

Corrup- 
tion is the most serious peril to which 
this country is exposed; probably the 
only peril which might become fatal to 
So great is our prosperity, so im- 
movable is our confidence in our strength, 
that we run great risk of letting corrup- 
tion become a real peril before we put 
forth our hands to stay it. The easy 
good-nature of prosperity makes us in- 
different to thefts from our political pos- 
sessions; we have come to feel that in the 
management of so vast an estate a cer- 
tain amount of stealing is inevitable, and 
that the better way is to wink at it. We 
have so long been told that politics are 
necessarily dirty that we have come to 
believe it, and. to give up the hope of 
making them clean as an impossible ideal. 
Now, it is just this lazy tolerance of evil 
in public life which gives machine poli- 
tic aus the capital on which they work; it 
is just this easy tolerance which is the 
mo it dangerous feature in our national 
life to-day. Men of standing in the 
church and business are quietly consent- 
ing to practices in politics which they 
would not tolerate for a moment in their 
private affairs. Muro than this; such 
men are giving large sums of money to 
be spent for political purposes, and ap-

l)r. Brooks on the School Question. 

The Rev. Dr. Phillips Brooks was a 
guest of tho New England Paint and Oil 
Club at Young’s, Saturday afternoon. and 
in the course of his after-dinner remarks 
ho touched upon the school question as 
follows: 

The question of the public schools 
receive the consideration of every true 
man — not in a sensational manner as the 
vehicle of oratory or political intrigue, 
but as the fundamental principle on 
which our social and business interests 
rests. It is a source of regret that there 
*is a smaller representation of the more 
educated class of our citizens in the chil- 
dren attending our public schools. The 
duty of the hour is the cultivation of a 
pnblie spirit which shall maintain the 
rugged old public school system which 
has accomplished so mucli lor good old 
New England and the country, for which 
New England lias done so much by pre 
cept, example and practical work. Then 
are two demands which should be met 
by the public schools. They are too 
narrow and too partial. Manual labor is 
not inculcated and practised in equal 
proportion witli mental effort. The 
schools should bo larger in their scope 
and the bauds must no longer be neg- 
lected for the bent-lit of the head alone 
| Applause ] Tho lack of moral education 
in the public schools is another defect. 
Religion should not be taught; but mor- 
ality — truth, honor and chastity— should 
be inculcated by precept and example.

parentiy deluding themselves with the 
idea that because they are list personally 
cognizant of the corrupt uses to which 
the money is put, they are therefore free 
from moral responsibility. 'i hey are 
willing, in other words, to furuisli the 
capital for crime so long as the business 
is conducted by somebody else. As a 
matter of fact, there is not a particle of 
difference between the pillar of church 
or society who lends the monov for the 
devil to use on olection day, and the dis- 
reputable wire-puller who acts as the 
devil’s agent at the polls. Judge Gres- 
ham. one of the most eminent Republi- 
can leaders, has put thin wicked business 
into plain English ; "It is the Pharisees 
who are doing this. It is men of promin- 
ence and respect ihility who raise these 
large sums of money, knowing the use 
that they will be put to — men who deal 
openly in corruption one day and go to 
c lurch the next. It is these men that 
bring disgrace upon the State. You may 
convict a hundred — yes. even a thousand 
—obscure voters for bribery; but the ef- 
fect upon a community would be as noth- 
ing compared to that which would follow 
the conviction of one prominent man.” 
This country is very vast and very rich, 
but in the sight of the righteous God 
neither its money nor ks extent can se- 
cure its exemption from those eternal 
laws before which all nations are as dust 
in the balances. No American citizen can 
afford to liavo a single vote bought or sold 
without bis indignant protest. The 
national conscience has grown callous; let 
us awaken before God startles us out of 
sleep by some swift and awful retribu- 
tion. 

This appeal is not made without solid 
basis of lact. The Christian Union be- 
lieves the great body of the American 
people to be sound; it believes the great 
body of public men of all parties to be 
patriotic and honest; but a lethargy is 
creeping over the conscience of citizens 
both private and public; a lethargy tho 
more perilous because so few realize* that 
it is coming. Public confidence in tho 
purity of the ballot is to- lay seriously 
shaken; men of ull parties are beginning 
to feel that elections in which they put 
their most serious convictions are bought 
and sold like merchandise. Intelligent 
men of all parties are privately conced- 
ing and condemning a state of affairs 
which they do Aare to lie intolerable: why 
do they not speak out? It is charged, and 
apparently on substantial grounds, i hat 
in tlneo Southern States the vote is not 
counted as it is polled: that, the w ill of 
tho people is defeated at the very moment 
win n it is definitely expressed; that clcc- 
tioi s are simply solemn faic s. The 
States of South Carolina, Louisiana, and 
.Mississippi e moot afford to rest under 
this terrible and blighting suspicion ;tlu y 
ought to demand investigation of their 
own integrity. The Democratic party 
cannot afford to rest under this stigma; 
i, ought to disprove its complicity in 
this alleged crime or surrender all claims 
to the support of honest men. 

In the North it is charged, and conceded 
by all who have opportunities of know- 
ing, that there is widespread and syste 
malic buying of votes at tho polls; that 
in two States especially. New Yoik and 
Indiana, money lins been spent lavishly 
by the management of both parties. 
These are, unfortunately, no longer mere 
rumo s, vague surmises: they have as- 
sumed such form that nothing but clear 
dis| rjof can dispel them. A Republican 
newspaper in this city lias stated as a 
fact that 8150,000 was put out here for 
the purpose of buying votes by the Re- 
publican National Committee oil tho eve 
of the ree-nt election: and our readers 
have l ot f ngotten the sense of shame 
with wliicu they read eight years ago the 
extraordinary confession of President 
Arthur concerning tho method by which 
tiie vote of Indiana had been seemed. 
Tho state of affairs lias become intoler- 
able; neither Indiana nor New York can 
leave the mutter where it is. Both parties 
are under suspicion which they must « is- 
pcl : for, sooner or later, the conscience ot 
tho American people will revolt against 
the intolerable disgrace. If we are to 
have a country worth living and dying 
for, wo must have a country with a con- 
science. 

This matter cannot be ignored ; these 
charges must lie sifted at once.* Let Con- 
gress appoint a committee of representa- 
tive men of both parties; let Messrs. 
Brice, Quay, Dudley , and their associates 
be brought to t lie bar and made to dis- 
close their methods of political mauage- 
inoiit. Postpone tiie discussion of tariff, 
silver, lishury, mid all other questions 
until this fundamental question is .-ot- 
tied. Bui Congressional action will not 
be enough; these acts are crimes, and 
should be treated as crimes. Let the 
Grand Jury in New York City and in In- 
diana, and perhaps at some other points 
where corruption is believed to have been 
the moat gross and the most openly prac- 
ticed, take up the mutter and make a 
thorough judicial and mm-purtisun in- 
quisition. Let men of all parties unite in 
1 a demand for letting in light. Let the 1 
ministers drop "Robert Elsinore” and 


take up this terrible peril, not at the 
doors but in the pews of t lie churches; 
let tiie New York "World” purify its 
party l»y fearless investigation, and the 
New York "Tribune*’ embody the sniiit. 
of historic Republicanism by asearcliing 
inquiry into tiie management of the party 
with whose fortunes it has been so prom- 
cntly identified. Neither party can rest 
under these misniclnns; they poison tiie 
very sources of our life and strength. 
Let in tiie light. 

‘‘The Quick or Hie Dead.” 

Under tiie title “The American Widow 
— New Style,” the .Saturday Review of 
Nov. 17 observes: 

After tiie monstrous deal rtf talk over 
tiie new American novel, "Tiie Quick or 
tiie Dead?” an insular reader is apt to tic 
disappointed by the book. At last it lias 
been published (cost vou sixpence) by 
Messrs. Koutlcdge, and is now within tiie 
reach of the humblest purse and tiie 
least experienced curiosity. And, after 
all, it is only tiie old, old passionate 
"business,” which any one can study for 
himself in Miss Broughton's eai ly novels. 
Perhaps "The Quick or the Dead?” is 
moro lino tiie parodies than the origins s 
of these romances, but the arms, the 
shoulders, the lips; tiie kisses; the strain- 
ing, clinging embraces; the wild, weiid, 
tear-fraught eyes; the romping and the 
rest of it, are after the ancient pattern. 
Barbara Pomfret, a widow of Valentin 
Pomlret, a widow but recently bereaved. 
She had an elastic night-cheek. Mr. Pon.- 
fret had been accustomed to tell her that 
her curled lips were a cup and her breath 
wine, ami that they made him drunk, 
drunk. She was eternally posturing, dash- 
ing herself about, giggling hysterically 
and striking attitudes, like a queen in a 
Greek play, over her marriage bed. She 
sometimes drank three cups of tea and 
ate two partridges, together witli num- 
berless biscuits, for supper. She met In r 
husband's cousin. Jock Dering, and 
nestled in his aims in a storm, and he told 
her that she was a great, golden, uncan- 
ny thing. Style appears to have run in 
tnis gentleman’s family, as wicket-keep- 
ing does in others, because the late Mr. 
Pomfret’s remark’s, as reported, 
were similar in character. Mrs. Pomfret 
was all eyes and a blowse of red-gold hair, 
She played "Her Graces” in the hall on 
a wet day with Jock, and, as the piper 
.-aid, "it was in Nature that there should 
be kissing.” Kissing tlieie was. It was 
an eager kiss;it was light as flower leaves, 
ffne as lire. Her stormy bosom tossed 
some little diamond pins sho wore into 
iridescent sparkles. She then took his 
face into both hands and held it near her 
own, and remarked that there was an 
open grave between them, which says 
little for American cemeteries. When 
Mrs. Pomfret came to reflect on her con- 
duct, she said sl.e was a wanton. She 
did penance by sitting up all night with 
the thermometer at zero. Pei baps we 
have forgotten to mention that she liad 
rathe arms, a padding step, and that she 
smelt like a sponge, "that exquisitely 
fresh fragrance.” She wore a dense, yet 
tilmy gown, and a delicate foot in a web- 
like stocking, and riotous masses of cop- 
per-colored hair. Perhaps it is superflu- 
ous to add marks of quotation. The 
style bewrays itself. The adventures of 
Barbara, and liow she sent her dead hus- 
band’s cousin away, and called him back 
again, and the number and variety of 
their kisses, and how Barbara repented, 
and jilted Jock, absolutely for the last 
time, are written in "The Quick or the 
Dead?” They are all perfectly familiar 
in character and manner to^lhe most or- 
dinary student, and it is luud to explain 
why they have attracted so much notice 
in America. In one respect the volume 
deserves its popularity. Not even Miss 
Braddeu or Ouida lias described more 
dresses, some witli woof of fire and web 
of sra<*ke, some of peach-bloom colored 
silk, and so forth. Perhaps it was on ac- 
count of her varied costume that Bar- 
bara’s lover "now seemed affianced to 
° me Eastern houri, languid in rich em- 
broideries among many cushions, and the 
next followed a modern Ataluutu through 
the brown vistas of her familiar woods.”

THE STREET LIGHT CONTRACT. 


Thero was some surprise expressed in 
the city council because of the letter of 
President Bacon of the gas company, ask- 
ing for time to consider what terms the 
company could give to the city, on the 
contract for street lighting. The gas 
company and the electric light company 
both made bids, but neither was accept- 
ed. The gas company did not get per- 
mission from the gas commissioners to 
engage in electric lighting, but they did 
buy up the electric light company. 

They took possession about teu days 
ago, and they ask for time to get ac- 
quainted with their new business, find 
out the cost of operating, of the materi- 
als to be used, and so on. The request 
can hardly be called unreasonable, espe- 
cially as there was nothing said about a 
refusal to carry out the terms of their 
first bid. 

The present city government is also 
just on the point of retiring, and the 
members would hardly feel called upon 
to make a contract for the coming year, 
no matter what terms should be offerred. 
The contract has been laid over for so 
long that it would be just as well to leave 
. the whole thing for their successors to 
fight over. An appropriation of $27,000 
has been made, but no company has yet 
been voted the money, and the next city 
government can probably be trusted not 
to expend any more of that sum than is 
absolutely necessary, Next mouth the 
gas company will probably have grown 
familiar enough with their new business 
to be able to state exactly what they are 
able to do, and the new members can 
wrestle with the problem. 

Although the gas company has secured 
a monopoly of the lighting of Newlou, 
there is as yet no indication that they in- 
tend to make an unfair use of their 
power, and it would be better to wait 
and see what they proposo to do, before 
condemning them, bo far they have only 
done what any conservative business man 
would do, and that is to iiud out what it 
cost him to do the work before he makes 
a contract, and binds himself to the ful- 
filment of it. 

The aldermen took reasonable action, 
however, in instructing the street light 
committee to try and secure some tem- 
porary an angement, until a permanent 
contract is made. The dark and stormy 
nights this week have given abundant 
proof that the present system can be im- 
proved. The moon probably did her 
best to make up for the deficiency, but 
owing to circumstances not under her 
control, she made a dismal failure of it. 
We would recommend that the next 
street light committee take into account 
the unreliability of tho moon lighting 
concern, and refuse any otters that may 
be made. The citizens generally are 
disgusted with “the moon schedule,” 
aud would piefer to have the eutire con- 
tract given to a reliable company, even if 
it is a monopoly. 


THE NEWTON INDEPENDENTS. 


The Newton Independents at their 
dinner, Mouday evening, professed the 
right spirit, and if thoy only carry it out 
they will prove that men cau rise above 
partisanship, in judging a national ad- 
ministration. They profess that they 
will wait the disclosure of Presideut 
Harrison’s policy before judging him, 
aud jf he shall prove to be in favor of 
civil service aud tariff reform, lie will 
have no more faithf ul supporters than 
tney. As to civil service reform it U 
confidently expocted that Gen. Harrison 
will be true to the professions he has 
already made, and that the cause will 
make a marked advance during his ad- 
ministration. lie will of course meet 
with bitter opposition from tho spoils- 
men, as all former presidents have done, 
but the people have confidence iu the 
rigid backbone of the new president. 

As for tariff reform, there is no doubt 
but that the majority of the people aie 
iu favor of it, an l the election proved 
that they were willing to intrust the 
Republican party with tho t ask of re- 
form. Many duties are too high, the 
free list should be enlarged, aud the sur- 
plus cut down to tho needs of the gov- 
ernment. Most of til i wisest Republi- 
can leaders, such as .Senators Allison 
aud Sherman, acknowledge this, aud iu 
the next Congress such a policy will 
probably be inaugurated. There does 
not seem to be much hope of the pres- 
ent Congress, which has talked so much 
that all its energies have evaporated, and 
the most that cau be expected 
uow is to have the regular business 


closed with some regard to order and 
statesmanship. 

The fact that so many who woro activo 
opponents to Gen. Harrison during his 
campaign aro now willing to watch his 
administration without prejudice, and 
support him heartily, if his policy ap- 
pears to bo for tho good of tho country, 
as it without doubt will be, shows that 
to the majority of intelligent people tho 
welfare of the nation is of more impor- 
tance than tho success of any party. A 
man may be ever so much of a partisan 
beforo election, hut after tho votes are 
cast and the result announced, he should 
be enough of a patriot to support hearti- 
ily whatever president is chosen, re- 
garding him not as a Democrat or a Re- 
publican, but as the official head of these 
United States. 


THE BOSTON ELECTION. 


Newton people took almost as much 
interest in the Boston city election as in 
the one of last week in Newtou and are 
equally gratified over the result. It was 
a great victory for the cause of good 
government in that city. The citizens 
turned out in spite of the rain and ono 
remarkable fact is that Mr. Hart had 
about 8,000 more votes than a year ago, 
and Mr. O’Brien about 4,000. Evidently 
the stay-at-homes came out this year, 
and this is the reason for the majority of 
nearly 2,000 for Mr. Hart. 

Mr. Hart’s platform was not a political 
one, but in his own words, “The city has 
nothing to do with creed or nationality, 
nor with partizanship. Its affairs should 
be conducted on business principles.” 
Such a platform adds to the significance 
of the victory and gives promise of a 
first class city government for the com- 
ing year. 

The victory won by the Citizen’s can- 
didates for school committee was equal- 
ly emphatic aud satisfactory. It shows 
that the people are determined that Bos- 
ton’s excellent school system shall not 
be managed in the interest of any sect, 
whether Catholic or Protestant. The 
Boston schools have heretofore been the 
pattern for all New England and they 
will now continue to be so. Happily, 
here in Newton the sectarian question 
has not been raised, that is, it had uot 
been up to the recent election, and this 
was probably more of a political move 
than from any belief that one candidate 
would be more favorable to a certain 
church than another,— and it is much to 
be hoped that this question will not be 
raised here to disturb the work of our 
schools, where all classes of pupils are 
now on an equal footing. Newton has 
been very fortunate in this respect, and 
it speaks well for the intelligence of all 
classes of her citizens. 

Without any regard to the merits or 
demerits of Mayor O’Brien, it is an ex- 
cellent thing for Boston to have a radical 
change in its city government, so that 
with new men at the helm all depart- 
ments may be looked into, and mistakes 
and abuses corrected. Frequent changes 
in a city government make the officials 
more careful to avoid all evil tenden- 
cies. 


l_ Zion’s Herald has a mild article on 
the bribery and corruption that prevailed 
in the recent election, and its way to 
remedy the matter is for the Democratic 
papers to confine their remarks to cases 
of Democratic fraud and bribery, and 
Republican papers to follow suit with 
the sins iu their own party, and it says“if 
they cauuot do this and desire reform, 
let them hold their peace.” But Zion’s 
Herald is not so committed to the policy 
of silence, as one would infer from this, 
for it closes itR article by saying, “but 
we have some hope that people who are 
honest Christians first, aud party men 
afterwards, will unite to urge on reform- 
ation of the money-methods of practical 
politicians. Nor is it necessary to deal 
with constructive bribery or any other 
form of metaphysical sin; enough actual 
sinning and confessed rascality exists to 
prove the pressing need of improvement 
in our election laws with a view to make 
bribery difficult, if not impossible.” The 
use of money iu national elections has 
certainly become a national disgrace, but 
until some law is passed compelling the 
publication of a sworn statement of all 
election expenses, or until the man who 
gives thousands of dollars to the cam- 
paign fund is regarded as equally guilty 
with the man who deals it out in bribes, 
it is difficult to see how any reform cau 
>>e brought abo'ut. 


The question of planiug mills has 
been rather exhaustively discussed be- 
fore the board of aldermen for the past 
two meetings, and all the testimony 
seems to agree in this, that no man 
wants one iu his front yard, home of 
the witnesses were rather heated in their 
remarks, but in a city of residences such 
as Newton it would he difficult to find a 
location where objections would not bo 
made by the adjacent property owners. 
The board of aldermen had probably no 
legal power to refuse a permit, and all 
they could do was to require lire proof 
j build iugs to be put up. Tho charter, or 
! the State law, or whatever it is, should 
| lie amended, so that the aldermen would 
have the right to refuse licenses to ob- 
jectionable buildings. At present tiie 
only remedy seems to be for the neigh- 
bors to dub together and buy up the 
property. 

The Springfield Republican has 
just moved into its handsome new build- 
ing, and the event was signalized by 
issuing an eight page description of the 
paper’s new home, its past history aud the 
men who have helped to make it famous.

REV. R. A WHITE REPLIES. 


THE FALSITY OF TIIE RUMORS CIRCULA- 
TED ON ELECTION DAY. 


It is desirable for both public and priv- 
ate interests that the truth of the charges 
made against Rev. ltuius A. White on 
Election day. and which undoubtedly 
caused his defeat.should be made known. 
If false, a great injustice was done Mr. 
White, whose reputation was assailed 
and who was deprived of the office, to 
the public schools, to his fiiends who 
worked for him, and, perhaps most of 
all. to those who, deceived by the stories, 
were practically defrauded of their votes. 
To learn from authoritative sources the 
truth or falsity of these allegations the 
following letter was sent to Mr. White 
and the subjoined reply received:— 

Newton, Dec. 11, 1S88. 

Dear Sir: — 

Certain stories concerning your atti- 
tude ton ai d a portion of our citizei n 
wore circulated on last municipal election 
day, Dec. 4. The allegations weio in- 
verse in form, but similar in substance. 
It was said: (1) that you were a nii>inln*i 
of tho British American Association: (2) 
that you had presided at one of the as- 
sociations’ meetings in Newtonville or in 
Boston: (3) that at said meeting you looi 
expressed yourself as hostile to our Roin- 
au Catholic fellow-citizens; (4) that you 
had expressed tho opinion that noRoman 
Catholic should be allowed to become a 
citizen: (5) it was also said that the re- 
marks referred to wore made in a meet- 
ing of your fellow-ministers. There were, 
doubtless, variations of those allegations, 
hut the principal ones have been noted, 
and the general character of all indi- 
cated. We believe it is due purity of 
elections in this city, to those who la- 
bored to promote your election, and to 
all who voted for you, that the truth he 
known.

I 
never said publicly or privately that “A 
Roman Cathojio should uot be allowed 
to become an American citizen.” 1 have 
never held, nor do I now hold such an 
opinion.

satno privileges as are freely accorded 
members of other religious bodies. Thoy 
should he subject however to the sattio 
limitations. My opinions concerning 
certain tendencies and practices of the 
Catholic church as an ecclesiastical or- 
ganization, would noither interest you 
nor he pertinent to your question.

The Future of Women. 

Mrs. Fawcett, widow of the famous 
bliud political economist, has beeu lec- 
turing iu London on Old and New Ideals 
of Womanhood. 

The main fact, sho said, that tho posi- 
tion of women was changing as regarded 
education, industrial status, political and 
social duties, was no longer denied or 
ignored. The growth of tho women's 
movement implied a change in the ideal 
relations between men and women. 
These perious of transition, especially in 
u matter affecting their every-day life and 
their conceptions of life, were always 
periods of difficulty and danger. Even 
if the new typo to which they were ap- 
proaching, as she believed were, on the 
whole, nobler, stronger, purer, and braver 
than the old type, from which they were 
departing, there was always danger in 
tho parting of tho ways. Some might go 
astray altogether, and some might imag- 
ine that lawlessness was the only alter- 
native which was left to thoso who were 
giving up tho old laws; and there was 
danger, besides, in not boiug able to dis- 
tinguish petween thoso parts of the old 
ideal of womanhood that were ephemeral 
and false and those that were fouuded on 
the eternal verities and could only ho 
disregarded by any of them at their 
peril. Mrs. Fawcett ridiculed the idea 
rhat because women’s brains weighed 
five minces less than men’s, and their 
blood contained 2 per cent, less red glob- 
ules, they were not capable of acquiring 
knowledge. As to the suggestion that 
women’s intoference iu politics might ho 
mischievous, she pointed to the result of 
tho anti-slavery movement, the establish- 
ment of sick-nursing on a proper basis, 
and the emancipation and unification of 
Italy as iustnnces in which women had 
suffered aud struggled for tho cause of 
humanity and patriotism as bravely as 
men. A women was now to be valued as 
a human being, and her value did not de- 
pend on her relationship to other people, 
hut on what she did in the world. Where 
man had been most alone — as. for 
instance, iu politics aud war — lie had not 
been vory successful. There should be 
no idle and useless wrangling about su- 
periority or inferiority on tin* mie side or 
the other.

The Board of Hoalth met In tho aldor- 
men’a room in tho City Hall, last Friday 
afternoon, all tho members present. 

Tho Wlntltrop avonuo matter came up 
for coiiRidcration. A hearing was given 
to Mr. C. E. Eddy in regard to it and 
that gentleman stated that the springs in 
tho locality converge at his cesspool, and 
the water thus augmented front an un- 
natural source, overflows into tho street. 
Last year a general blind drain was built 
along tho front of his estate and it served 
its purposo during the summer, the 
street being kept perfectly dry. I had 
supposed that it was still working satis- 
factorily until informed to the contrary 
by the agent of tho hoard of health. Tho 
cause of tho difficulty can} ho easily ex- 
plained. The ground water front the 
hill escapes and finds itsjway.into the 
cesspool. I think, as a remedy, the city 
should build a similar drain, continuing 
from the one already’ built on the front 
of my est-ato down Oakland street to the 
foot of the hill, where a manhole could 
be located as an aid in providing for the 
excessive waterHow. The exponse should 
be borne by the city, ns nothing hns boen 
done for the streets in tho vicinity. 

Dr. Frisbie said that the board bad 
been annoyed for the past two years in 
regard to this trouble in Winthrnp 
avenue, and that if any arrnngment could 
be made to take care of the water and 
relieve the real estate owners, tho city 
ought to bear, at least a proportion of 
the expense. 

On motion of Councilman Burr, a com- 
mittee of two was appointed to consider 
the matter and to report a plan of drain- 
age and assessment, of cost, as soon as 
possible. 

The agont of the board presented his 
report iu regard to postal card notices to 
be sent to physiciaus, calling attention 
to the necessity of prompt reports con- 
cerning diseases dangerous to health, to 
which is appended an extract from the 
public statutes, quoting the law govern 
ing such cases. The report was accepted 
and approved. 

On motion of Dr. Frisbie, it was voted 
that all rules and regulations inconsis- 
tent with rule 7, section 1, as adopted 
Nov. 20, 1880. aro hereby repealed, but 
this repeal shall not effect any licenses 
heretofore issued and now in force. 

On motion of Mr. Fuller it was voted 
that the agent of the board be author- 
ized to notify Daniel McNamara that un- 
less he conforms to tho regulations of 
his license, that the board will revoke 
the same. 

The agent of the beard reported an 
instauce of a violation of the plumbing 
laws in regard to a cesspool on the es- 
tate of Mr. Clark, Washington street. 
He had requested him to change the lo- 
cation of the cesspool, but he refused to 
do so. The board instructed the agent 
to uotify Mr. Clark that unless the cess- 
pool was located at a proper distance 
from the house, that he would not be al- 
lowed to use the same as a cesspool. 

The clerk submitted a report from Dr. 
Hudson on the analysis of water taken* 
from a well on the estate of Mr. F. F. 
Frobisher, Crafts street, Dr. Hudson 
states in substance that the water is 
contaminated by mixed animal, organic 
and vegetable matter, and therefore unfit 
for domestic use. On motion of- Mr. 
Fuller the board voted to instruct its 
agent to send a copy of the report to Mr. 
Frobisher, ordering him not to use the 
water for domestic purposes. 

A petition from ladies residing on 
Court street in regard to standing water 
on the easterly end of tho street, was re- 
ferred to the agent of the board and the 
city engineer for consultation. 

A complaint from Daniel Murphy in 
reference to water in his cellar on North 
street was laid before the board, but no 
action was taken. The hoard adjourned 
at 15 o’clock.

A Wail front Clinton Street. 

To the new City Government: 

Now that the new city government are 
going to run on solid new tracks, we, the 
residents of Clinton street, Ward Two, 
would like to call their attention and 
that of the board of health, to the fact 
that we have heard nothing of the three 
petitions, two to the highway committee, 
and one to the board of health, asking 
them to abate the nuisance on Clinton 
street. A large pool ot stagnant water 
on the street is undoubtedly the cause of 
three different cases of malaria and 
bronchites on the street. Tho water was 
recently two feet over the center of the 
street and a poor drunken man barely 
escaped a watery grave last Wednesday 
night. The street is much travelled by 
city teams and others, and is much used 
by the Electric Light company. We have 
noticed in the Graphic, petitions for the 
acceptance of Lothrop, Jeuuison and 
Judkins streets, which have been opened 
less than two vears, and are of but little 
advantage to the public. Clinton street 
on the other band is a thoroughfare, and 
lias been opened for 10 years or more. 
Over thirty houses are on our street, 
while ou these three small streets, (all of 
them together perhaps 400 feet long), 
there are only four houses. 

We hope the new city government will 
take Clinton street into consideration, 
aud see if we cannot receive an equal 
share of our 10 years’ taxes, wo paying 
about $1,000 annually, from which we do 
not receive in return one cent, either in 
sidewalks, drainage, or for grading. 

The money was spent elsewhere, for in- 
stance on a certain part of Crafts street, 
where a sidewalk was built for one 
wealthy resident to Watertown street. 
Or on Edinboro street, where it was ac- 
cepted from Walnut to Lowell street, or 
just to where the smaller houses began. 
A few years ago an order was passed to 
repair Watertown street to the Water- 
town line but. for some reason the work 
stopped at Nevada street, where the 
houses of poor men began. Don’t poor 
men need good sidewalks and good 
streets just as much as the rich men? 

On Adams street, also, there is a hole 
made by the lire steamer, where it used 
to come to practice, and washed away 
the road bed, leaving a mud puddlo. 
which iu winter is frozen over aud dan- 
gerous for mau and beast. 

Wo hope the now city government will 
find out that there are streets on which 
1 poor people live, and will notice Clinton 
street especially. Give us au Equal 
Right to some of the money w’u pay for 
Saw and Was.

The executive committee reported 
through Mr. Woreester an interesting ac- 
count of the work of the Hospital.

NUMBKH OK TIIF. HIGHWAY COMMITTEE. 


The board of aldermen met Monday 
evening, Mayor Kimball presiding: Al- 
derman Johnson, French, Chadwick, 
Childs, Ward and Nickerson wero pres- 
ent. The records for the past soveral 
meetings wero read, and the record of 
Nov. 26th was amended by inserting a 
clause that Henry F. Hoss had received a 
permit to put up a carpenter shop and 
dry house. 

Alderman Childs gave notice that ho 
should movo to have the permit rescind- 
ed, as it was not fair to compel Mr. Fit* 
patricR to put up a tire proof building, 
and allotf Mr. Ross to put up a wooden 
one. After the rending of the records 
was completed, Alderman Childs intro- 
duced an order rescinding M*\ Ross’s 
permit, and granting him another per- 
mit on condition that the buildings be 
made fire proof and built under the di- 
rection and to the npproval of the chief 
of the fire department. 

PETITIONS. 

Residents of Griffin avenue asked to 
have the street accepted by the city, it 
having been laid out and completed. 

W. G. Brackett asked to have the side- 
walk in front of his property on Belle- 
vue street graded and concreted. Both 
were referred to the highway commit- 
tee. 

nKCKMRKH EXPENSES. 

Alderman French reported an order 
from the finance committee, appropriat- 
ing $16,078.58, for the expenses of the 
city during December. 

roi.ioE and firemen’s pensions, 

Alderman French moved that the or- 
dinances in regard to pensioning mem- 
bers of the police force and of the fire 
department be passed to be enrolled. 

Alderman Ward said that this was a 
subject of which he would like to know 
more before voting upon it. It might 
cost the city a large sum, and he did not 
see why a man should be given a pen- 
sion because he had served fifteen years. 
We have men now on the force who are 
in middle life, and who will soon be in- 
capacitated from age for active duty. 
If this thing of pensions once began, 
there was no knowing where it would 
end. In Boston there had been au effoit 
to put the men employed on the high- 
way department on a permanent basis, 
and they, too, would probably soon be 
after a pension. It might prove a very 
expensive thing for the city. If a man 
was injured while on duty he should 
favor giving him a pension, but not for 
having been 15 years in the service of 
the city. The matter ought to be care- 
fully considered. 

Alderman Childs said that he was 
member of the ordinance committee and 
also an old member of the fire depart- 
ment, and he favored the passage of the 
ordinance. If a man had served the city 
well for 15 years, it was the least the 
city could do if he was unfitted for fur- 
ther duty, to put him on one-third pay. 
The last legislature had passed a bill for 
the State to pension all veteran or dis- 
abled firemen, but the Governor bad vet- 
oed it on the ground that the several 
cities in the State ought to pension their 
own firemen. The city five department 
was in such good condition that the men 
should be encouraged to stay in it: the 
longer they were in the service the more 
valuable they were to the city. 

Alderman Ward said that mere would 
be just as much justice in pensioning 
the employes of the highway depart- 
menr. If we were going to pension one 
set of employes, why not pension all. 
The firemen were getting better pay than 
mechanics, and lie was opposed to the 
scheme. 

AlUerinan Childs said that mechanics 
were not called upon to he oil duty at all 
hours of the day or night. They worked 
their nine hours, and had the rept of the 
time to themselves. The tiremqji were 
ou duty *J1 hours out of the #1.. and it 
was hardly fait to compare, Jjrtqji on to 
highway employes. One response, to a 
call of tire would do a ticemap. ipore in- 
jury than a real's work wouhj, ifi^a high- 
way employe. 



of which would require but a moderato 
outlay to widen, drain, and otherwise 
put in good order tor acceptance and 
urc as public streots. 

The advantage to the city would he 
the additional revenue derived from the 
increased taxable valuation of the prop- 
erty. and in the greatei safety and con- 
venience to the public. The abutiors 
would share the benefits of hotter streets, 
the appearance of their premises im- 
proved, ami the value of their estates 
would he much inci eased. I therefore 
recommend that an endeavor he made to 
secure the co-operation of the nbuttors 
with the city to obtain the advantages 
and improvements suggested.

GRAVEL LAND. 

Alderman iNickcrson presented an 
order, authorizing the highway commit- 
tee. as a partial consideration for the con- 
veyance of a Kit of land on Pine street, 
to contract for the removal of a small 
house, and the placing of it on a suitable 
cellar and foundation. He said that 
this was necessary to complete a con- 
tract, which would open up a valuable 
lot of gravel land. The committeo thought 
that they had a bargain all made, hut 
they found that this was necessary in 
order to complete it. The work could 
not be done this year, but tho order was 
needed to complete the contract. 

Alderman French said that there was 
no money to pay for the work, and lie 
thought it would be better to lay it over 
to next year. 

Alderman Nickerson said it was very 
desirable to close the contract now, and 
the order was passed. 

TIIE HIGHWAY COMMITTEE. 
Alderman Childs called from the table 
the report of the joint convention on 
rules and orders, which recommended 
that the highway committee should be 
composed of two aldermen and three 
counciltnen, instead of seven members 
as at present. He said that the commit- 
tee was too large at present, and as it had 
one man from each ward, each member 
wanted to spend the money on his own 
ward. Reducing the number would take 
temptation out of the way of the mem- 
bers, and they would tlion feel 
they had the whole city to look after 
instead of their own ward. Three mem- 
bers would he better than five. There 
had been a tendeucy to enlarge the com- 
mittees, which was a mistake. When the 
report was made the committees had been 
made up for 1888, but if we change now 
it will he adopted for 1889 and save the 
new mayor much hard work. 

Alderman Chadwick said that if by 
making the committeo consist of five 
members instead of seven, they would 
all work for the whole city, it would ho a 
good thing, but the five members would 
be as eager for their own wards ns the 
seven would be. He favored having a 
member from each ward, and would like 
to hear from Alderman Pettee on the 
question. 

Alderman Childs said he had no objec 
tion to having the matter lay over so as 
to give the alderman from Ward Five a 
chanco to speak. The committee had 
originally consisted of live members, and 
the change had been made because Alder- 
iimn Pettee complained that no Ward 
Five man was on it. He hoped evon if the 
committee was reduced that Ward Five 
would still have a representative on it, 
but he believed that it was for the inter 
est of the city that the committee should 
he reduced. We could go further and re- 
duce other committees to advantage. He 
hoped some time to see a hoard of public 
works in the city and put the whole thing 
on a business basis. 

Alderman Nickerson said that person 
ally he should favor having a committeo 
of five rather than of seven, as it was 
easier to manage, a quorum could be se- 
cured more easily, and it would not he so 
difficult to explain everything. Now the 
members do not all attend, and when a 
matter comes up before the city council 
there are always some who know nothing 
about it. With fewer members, all 
would make a greater effort to he present 
and to keep informed of the work of the 
committee. He would like to give Al- 
derman Pettee a chance to speak on it 
and ho moved to lay it on the table. 

Alderman French said the change to 
seven members had been made when lie 
was in the common council, and lie had 
opposed it. It was only fair, however, to 
give the alderman from Ward Five a 
chance to say something, and he moved 
to make the matter a special order for 
the next meeting, say at 8 o'clock.

Woman Suffrage in England. 

County KUlTrngo lias lately boon extend- 
ed to women in England. 'This is a long 
stride in advance of tlm municipal suf- 
frage wliic.li they have had for many 
years. It seemed rn 1*84 than the time 
had then come to extend tlm franchise to 
women as well as to men, hut tlm bill 
was sqch nn important one that the 
leaders who had its interest at heart did 
not chink it wise to add tlm clause in- 
cluding women. From tlm speeches 
made at that time it does not appeal* that 
opposition to tlm clause was bused on 
tim disbelief of woman’s right to vote, 
but rather on tlm feeling that the time 
was not ripe for it, and it would endan- 
ger tlm hill for the householder’s fran- 
chise. Now, however, iu tlm new bill, 
women are given tlm right to vote for 
county councils, which are important 
and responsible bodies: — 

They have charge of the assessing, 
levying and expending of county and 
police rates, the borrowing of money aud 
tlm charge of shire and county hulls, 
court-houses, police stations, and other 
county buildings; the division of the 
county into polling districts for parlia- 
mentary elections, tlm appointment of 
places of elections, aud places for bidd- 
ing courts of revision of voters, and tim 
costs of and other matters to he done for 
I the registration of parliaumutiiy voters; 

I tlm appointment of the coroner, county 
treasurer, surveyor ami public unalyst. 
j tlm license of places for music, dancing 
1 aud stage plays, tlm management of 
pauper lunatic asylums, the establish- 
ment of reformatory schools, and the 
carrying out of acts referring t.. con- 
tagious diseases of cattle, preservation of 
fish and of wild birds: weights and 
measures: the registration of rules of 
scientific societies and of charitable- gifts, 
the certifying and recording of places of 
religious worship, and tlm confirmation

The Newton Congregational Club hold 
a meeting in the Second Congregational 
Church, West Newton, Monday evening. 
There was a largo Attendance, notwith- 
standing tho unpleasant character of the 
woathor. Tho usual nocial hour and sup- 
per preceded tho exercises in tho chapel, 
j consisting of dovotional services, sing- 
ing by tho choir of Eliot Church and ad- 
dresses in relation to forefathers’ day by 
Rev. David Gregg, D. D., and Rev. E. K. 
Aldon. D. D., tho latter gentleman being 
a descendant of tho famous John Alden. 
Tho usual committee reports were pre- 
sented, ilio report of the outlook com- 
mittee being especially interesting. It 
alluded to the growth of Congregational 
clubs during the past 20 years. There are 
at present 20, and *f this number 10 had 
been organized within the paBt live 
years. Allusion was then made to the 
missionary effort in 1858. which resulted 
in the establishment of the week of 
prayer. The first rogulnr observance 
was in 1800, in the larger number of the 
Congregational churches. Wo are ap- 
proaching now the annual observance 
which lins continued for 30 years and 
much interest has already been shown, 
especially by tho pastors who have con- 
ferred together as to its observance with 
a view of securing the best results. 

On motion of Mr. Harwood of Newton 
Centre, it was voted that a committee be 
appointed to nominate a listof officers of 
the club, with the exception of president, 
and to report the names at the next 
meeting. 

The Eliot church choir gave a fine ren- 
dering of ‘‘The Pilgrim Fathers,” the 
voices blending harmoniously and the 
words being given with evident feeling 
and, appreciation. The president of the 
club, Mr. G. B. Putnam, then pleasantly 
introduced Dr. David Gregg, who deliv- 
ered a very interesting address. He al- 
luded to the history of the Pilgrim fa- 
thers and its significance to the people of 
America. It was a history associated 
with the development and future of this 
country. The Pilgrim band had left to 
us the free church, free schools aud the 
grand principle of the equality of all 
men. He cited the vicissitudes of the 
Pilgrims, tho building of their homes 
and churches, the confederation of the 
colonies, and the ultimate establishment 
of the American republic, and compared 
their experiences with those of the He- 
brews in point of grand puipose and i<c 
complisliment. Tho history of the Pil- 
grims was uot completed; the Pilgrims 
. are not through with America nor Amer- 
ica through with the pilgrims. There is 
a future history of this country that will 
bo associated with the principles that 
they have interwoven witli the very 
structure of the government and let us 
hope for no future history that Plymouth 
rock may not be built within. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Tho speaker then gave a brief outline 
of the Pilgrim fathers and their purpose 
in leaving their own country. Thoy did 
not believe in the established church, be- 
lieving that Jesus Christ and He alone 
was the real head of the church. Tho 
church they thought should be an inde- 
pendent organization in which all the 
members had an equal voice and respon- 
sibility. They consequently in time 
withdrew from their fellowship in the 
established church, undertook to estab- 
lish churches upon tho principles in 
which they believed, preached their doc- 
trines in England, were persecuted and 
martyred and finally emigrated to Hol- 
land. Obstacles were presented, not- 
withstanding the religious liberty ac- 
corded; the Sabbath was not much rev- 
erenced, the Pilgrims be a ne anxious 
about their children and were desirous 
of spreading the gospel. They sailed 
for America and landed upon the famous 
rock, but not until they had drawn up 
tiiat wonderful compact in the cabin of 
tho Mayflower, “In the name of God. 
amen, we combine together as a civil 
body politic,” etc. In their original cov- 
enant, to God they gave the first place. 
They accepted their condition, struggled 
manfully against privation and sickness, 
and looked forward to a golden future. 

The duty of the present generation is 
in reproducing those Pilgrims today, in 
imitating their noble characters and pur- 
poses, and in perpetuating their institu- 
tions. To accomplish this, we must have 
faith in God aud reverence for God’s 
word. It is only by being true to the 
Bible that we can carry on their c luse 
and successfully reproduce the real Pil- 
grim type. To imitate them, we must 
possess their character aud manhood. 
They wore Christiau men who recognized 
Hod as the source of all good. The 
Bible today needs men behindit.lt was tho 
Bible pens the Pilgrims lathers used that 
helped to maintain the principles which 
matured and developed the continent. 
For success, wo need men with tho 
largest calibre of faith. A cause will 
not succeed if the right men are not be- 
hind it. Principles and creeds lie power- 
less because the right personality is the 
essential and lacking feature. Wo owe 
all t halt is good aud grand in this country 
to the Pilgrims and the character and 
personality of the Pilgrims. [Applause.] 
At the conclusion of I)r. Gregg’s ad- 
dress. the president of tho club intro- 
duced Dr. Aldon as one of the real Pil- 
grim type aud a direct dotcjiulant of tho 
famous John Alden. 

Dr. Aldon gave reminiscences of the 
Pilgrims, gleaned from his honored an- 
cestry, alluding to their love of the Bible, 
simplicity and purity of character and 
honesty of purpose. The principles 
which they believed in aud handed dowu 
to us were, lirr.t, the Christian homo; 
second, the Christiau church, and third, 
tho Christian commonwealth. May we 
today ho true to the principles of the 
Pilgrims and the Puritans, valuing and 
cherishing the priceless heritage which 
our forefathers have left to us.

Probably there is no subject deserving 
of more attention, yet which receives 
less than that, of systematic exercise. 

Gymnasiums under tho old system 
wero training schools for tho circus, fro- 
quented only nt considerable risk to life, 
and which, in the opinion of physicians 
wore hotter lot “severely alone.” With, 
in the last ten or fifteen years a revolu 
tion in apparatus and method lias been 
accomplished and the science of physical 
eulture is now being taught everywhere. 
The best physicians, instead of sending 
their patients to the drug storo In cases 
of weak lungs, dyspepsia.liver complaint, 
etc., are sending them to the gymnasium. 

The objection under the old system, 
against the gymnasium, from the physi- 
cians, that the work was of too severe a 
nature, from the parent too dangerous 
and tho business man that it took too 
much time wore mainly correct. 

The system of practical floor work as 
conducted under the present gymnasium 
instruction has stood the test. Parents 
can bo assured of careful, constant and 
intelligent work in body building gym- 
nastics. 

The patrons of a gymnasium are not 
drawn from any particular part of the 
lomrnunity. Those who have the least 
ud vantages for physical training are 
most in need of it. Every person who 
gives thought to the subject knows that 
exercise is absolutely necessary to good 
health, especially those porsons whose 
occupations are sedentary. 

The continued use or abuso of one 

S iece of apparatus will strengthen and 
evelop one particular set of muscles 
and must draw from some other part to 
sustain it. Proper attention to diet and 
bathing are indispensable to good health 
In what relation does the gymnasium 
stand to the association? It furnishes an 
avonue through which young men be- 
come acquainted with association work 
and thereby come under its influence. 
The gymnasium is recognized as a neces- 
sary adjunct to a well organized associa- 
tion, the moral and physical training 
influenced by the teaching of the insti- 
tution. 

Give to our young men a clean and 
sound body aud they will havo a brighter 
and better visiou of their higher and 
moral duties. The most essential part is 
for association and gymnasium to work 
in perfect harmony; its aim to reach soul 
and body. 

I believe every association should have 
a gymnasium equipped as far as possible 
with light developing apparatus, and a 
competent instructor, whose whole time 
would be given to his department. 

Sufficient work can bo done at the 
stait with light, modern dumb bells and 
pulley weights. 

To start a gymnasium I would suggest 
that you get u good live committee to- 
gether for work and suggestion. 

If your committee felt they could not 
lay out the money at the shirt, secure a 
good physician interested in the work to 
give a lectuie on the subject. Study tho 
effect on those present and by a few re- 
marks see how far your numbers will 
financially support the movement. 

If you have very little apparatus, strive 
to make the gymnasium attractive as 
possible. Dumb bells are the most es- 
sential. Start classes at regular hours. 

For boys under fifteen years of ago 
have a special class formed twice a week. 
Have your moruiug classes on the line of 
steady work, make your afternoon work 
the feature. As to evening work, make 
it general. 

One very important point in this work 
is the developing of volunteer instruc- 
tors to assist the superintendent in his 
duties. 

Bathing arrangements are indispensa- 
ble and could be arranged as your room 
allows. 

In closing I would urge upon associa- 
tions the value of gymnasium work; its 
aim to build up well-rounded, cool nerved 
bodies, fitting them to do their work in 
life better.

THE STREET LIGHTS. 


The truth of the statonient made last 
week, that tho Gas Company was pre- 
pared to treat the city fairly, was shown | 
by the action of the conipauy, in regard 
to making a temporary arrangement 
about prices. The street light committee 
havo carried out Alderman Johnson’s 
order, and asked the gas company to 
make some reduction from the present 
prices, until the new city government 
shall make a contract. The committee 
and the officers of the company held a 
conference this week, and the latter of- 
fered to make a ten per cent reduction 
all round, on electric lights, gas lamps 
and oil lamps. This seemed perfectly 
fair to the street light committee and 
was accepted. 

The new arrangement is to continue 
until the new city government agrees 
in regard to a yearly contract. The gas 
•company is a monopoly, and it is always 
popular to rail at monopolies, but in this 
case the officers and stockholders com- 
prise many of the leading citizens of 
Tlewton, and if they always show such an 
accommodating spirit the city will have 
no c? n«e to complain. 

Alderman Johnson is entitled to the 
credit for the reduction, as it was at his 
suggestion that the attempt to secure it 
was made, and the gas company could 
hardly be expected to make any reduc- 
tion until tliey were asked to do so. Now 
if tbe committee will use the money thus 
saved in having tho streets lighted on 
dark and stormy nights, when the moon 
fails to connect, the citizens will have 
good reason to be satisfied. 


THE CAUCUS TO-NIGHT. 

The caucus for presideut and clerk of 
the common council will be held to- 
night, and there is a good deal of interest 
to see whicli of the four candidates for 
the presidency will come out ahead. 
They are Councilmen Hamblen, Fenno, 
Bond and Hale, and the contest thus far 
has been a perfectly friendly one. Resi- 
dents in Wards One and Seven, which is 
the most important section of the city, 
would be glad to see the honor given to 
Councilman Hamblen, but there is noth- 
ing to he said against any of the other 
candidates, and it is fortunate that the 
city has such a good list to choose from. 

For the position of clerk, the present 
incumbent, Mr. John C. Urimblecom, 
seems certain of a reelectiou. He has 
made an excellent clerk this year, his 
work has been carefully and thoroughly 
done, and it has proved a great conven- 
ience to have the clerk of the council and 
the city clerk in the same office, 
as the exact condition of any piece of 
legislation could be discovered at once, 
and Mr. Brimblecom could always be 
found easily.

The Boston Merchants’ Association 
has done an excellent work in securing a 
uniform classification of values at the 
leading ports, by means of a quarterly 
conference of appraisers from the differ- 
ent custom houses. This was done by 
an act of Congress, whicli was secured 
by the representative of the Association, 
Mr. J. It. Leesoti of Newton Centre.* The 
secretary of the treasury says of these 
conferences, whose object is to secure 
uniform classification, prevent under- 
valuation and frauds, that the report re- 
ceived from the recording officers, and 
the individual opinions expressed by the 
appraisers who attend the conferences, 
so far as heard front, continue to com- 
mend their intluence as exceedingly ben- 
eficial to the service. Under the increased 
appropriation made for their support by 
the act of October 2d, last, steps have 
been taken towards extending their ben- 
efits to the more distant ports. 


The 200th anniversary of the incorpor 
ation of Newton as a town will be cele- 
brated next Thursday. The exact date 
and even the year is not known with cer- 
tainty, as the Graphic was not pub- 
lished at the time and no other paper 
made any record of the proceedings. 
The historians place the date variously, 
some in 1088, and some in 1001,. but it is 
certain that we are very near the anni- 
versary, and it is just as well to observe it, 
Newton began in a small way, and the 
orators at the celebration will probably 
trace its growth to its present prosper- 
ous condition and in other ways call at- 
tention to its present importance us a 
city. The program for the celebrutiou is 
given in another column, and the exer- 
cises will close with a dinner of some 250 
prominent citizens attlio Woodland 1’arx 
Hotel.

jority in favor of tho entire list of free 
raw materials as placed ill the Mills bill, { 
including wool, aud adding coal aud iron 
ore. They believe that such an ad- 
vanced position on tariff reform is a ne- ! 
cessity to enable the republicans to ap- 
peal successfully to the country in 1HD2, ! 
and there is little reason to doubt that 
the republican tariff attitude in the next 
national battle will be quite abreast with, 
if not in advance of, the Mills bill in lar- 
ifi' tax reduction. It will be done by 
protectionists in the interest of reduc- 
tion to labor alike by reducing tariff du- 
ties and by cheapening raw materials 
ami the necessaries of life. The more 
sagacious of the leaders do not pretend 
to claim their victory as an approval ot 
I lie present oppressive tariff taxes. 
They claim it as a defeat of free-trade 
southern theorists in their effort to de- 
fine the protective policy of tlie nation, 
and they accept prompt and radical tar- 
iff revision as indispensable to continued 
party supremacy.

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CATAMARAN’S CHRISTMAS.

Of oourfte lii« immu was not Catamaran , 
but we called him bo to convey our con- 
viction of hia utter UHoleRHneaH; for what 
could he more iihoIobh than a catamaran, 
in the mountains of (Guatemala, "»< M h ) feet | 
above the level of the sea, and many 
miles away from navignlile wnteiH? Ah 
often happeiva witli people who receive a 
sobriquet, ho tacitly accepted “Katty” as 
the abbreviation of Catamaran, and 
whenover lie wrote a familiar note he 
signed it ho.

deaths in the city, 2 from apoplexy, 3 
from typhoid fever, and one each from 
10 other diseases.

The annual death rate, computed on a 
population of 21, 105, was 11.04. Four cases 
of diptheria were reported, 2 of dysen- 
tery, 2 of scarlet fever, and & of typhoid 
fever. 

A peculiarity of tho month was the 
small number of deaths under 20 years of 
age. One case of typhoid fever was 
traced directly to Providence. R.I.. which 
is now having an epodemic of that 
disease. The cases of diptheria and 
scarlet fever reported were of a light 
character.

SOMK ACCOUNT OF THE GREAT THINGS 
IN OUB HISTORY.

Rev. Daniel L. Furber, D. D., a former 
pastor of the first <phurch of Njewton, 
formed in 1320, opened: the exercises 
with prayer, the audience standing, in 
accordance with the old custom, after 
which Mayor Kimball delivered the 
INTRODUCTORY ADDRESS. 

We have convened today to celebrate 
an interesting and important event iu the 
history of Newton — the two hundredth 
anniversary of its incorporation qs a 
town. It is appropriate that we should 
assemble to review its history, and to 
consider its present condition; and, from 
the past and the present, to judge what 
may be its future. It will be interesting 
and instructive to trace the history and 
progress of the town for the two centu- 
ries, to observe its growth and develop- 
ment from a sparsely settled town, pos- 
sessed of only moderate means, to a pop- 
ulous, substantial and wealthy city; to 
note the many difficulties iu both public 
and private affairs, that were encoun- 
tered by our fathers, the hardships en- 
dured, the sacrifices made, and the grand 
successes ultimately achieved. 

The successes were won under adverse 
and discouraging circumstances. They 
were attained by ceaseless industry, the 
exercise of sound judgment, undaunted 
courage, and fidelity to the unalterable 
principles of equity and justice. 

The fundamental principle of action, 
which guided those who administered 
and co-operated in public affairs, was to 
secure such a government as would not 
only command obedience to law, but 
would also bestow the greatest good 
equally on all; one that would be worthy 
of the support of an intelligent and lil>- 
erty-loving people. 

Conforming to this idea and appreciat- 
ing the value of order and intelligence 
the church was founded, so that religious 
and moral truths might be disseminated. 
The public school was established, that 
the youth of the land might so be taught 
that they could skilfully engage in the 
various pursuits of life, and understand- 
ing^ perform the duties of citizens: that 
they might attain to the privileges and 
responsibilities and be eligible to the hon- 
ors which may be conferred upon loyal 
American citizens. 

Time has not changed the principles 
nor lessened the vigilance necessary to 
insme a permanent and good govern- 
ment, and the peace aud prosperity of a 
free people. 

The exercise of constant eare, the en- 
actment of wise laws and a liberal pro- 
vision for general education are required 
now as then. 

Let us pay our. tribute of respect and 
regard to those who, so long ago, laid the 
foundation of our liberties and prosperi- 
ty; who were devoted to the welfare of 
mankind: and whose lives were ennobled 
by heroic deeds. 

They have long since passed away; 
and now in the resting-places of the 
dead, sleep those who so active- 
ly and grandly performed the impor- 
tant and trying duties of their time. 
When we read their names inscribed up- 
on tlio tablets erected to their memory, 
lot us hut speak their praises, and be 
thankful for the blessings they have be- 
queathed to us. 

Nature, I think, has been partial to 
Newton in beauty and healthfulness of 
location. The diversified and charming 
scenery, the wooded hills, the pictur- 
esque valleys. The salubrious air, and 
the clear sparkling waters of its lakes 
and murmuring brooks, give it especial 
attractiveness to those who admire the 
beautiful in Nature. and appreciate health 
and tho strength and enjoyments derived 
from it. 

Newton has now become large and 
prosperous and holds an honorable place 
among the cities and towns of the com- 
monwealth. A liberal provision is made 
to supp’y the best means for the protec- 
tion and safety of our people, and care i 
is taken to suitably provide for their ed- j 
ucation, comfort and convenience. 

The rapid and substantial growth of 
the city, the increase in population and 
in the number of buildings, are evi- 
dences that the policy which has been 
pursued was wise and beneficial, aud 
that it has beeu generally approved. 

We are surrounded by cities and towns ; 
of historic interest, having universi- 
ties aud schools of learning, and a great 
variety of enterprises aud industries. 
We are so near the metropolis of New 
England, one of the finest cities of the 
country ; and access to it is so easy and 
rapid, that those whose interests attach 
them there find it equally convenient and 
comfortable to have their residences 
here. 

Judging from the past and present, and 
taking into consideration the natural ad- ' 
vantages of location, and the enterprise. ' 
wealth and culture of our citizens, it | 
may safely be predicted that the future 
of Newton is destined to be one of 
marked growth ami prosperity, ami that 
the many villages which at present are 
somewhat separated from each other 
will become united, making a compact, 
beautiful and great city.

to settle in Newton. The only way to 
get rid of the friends of Applic ant* for 
the position of judge was to say to them, 
you don’t want this man to leave your 
town, do you? If I appoint him, I shall 
have to banish him to Newton. Go on 
and make your city as beautiful as pos- 
sible, and I shall almost feel like coming 
here myself. (Applause.) 

EX-MAYOR J. F. C. HYDE 

was next introduced and made the his- 
torical address, prefacing it by stating 
that it was only last Friday that he con- 
sented to give a historical address, on ac- 
count of the absence of Ex Governor 
Rice. He had only bad these few days 
to write up two hundred years of history, 
and if he had made mistakes, that must 
he his apology. His address was as 
follows : 

Hon. .r. f. c. hydk’s address. 

It is fair to presume that a 1 present 
know more or less of the history of their 
native or adopted town. In the brief 
time allotted me only a few facts can be 
touched upon, the suggestion of which 
may lead some to further study of the 
history of Newton, Might it not be 
profitable for the scholars in our schools 
to devote some attention to this history 
so that they may become more familiar 
with the lives and character of those 
who laid the foundations upon which we 
are building and from whose planting we 
are reaping such rich fruits. 

It is said by the historian that the set- 
tlement of Newton-Canibridge. began in 
1031, six years after the settlement of 
Boston, its records commenced in 1332. 
Cambridge or Newtown embraced a very 
large territory which was subsequently 
enlarged by additional giants. In 1035. 
the general court granted to Newtown 
lard embracing the territory of what has 
siuce been Brookline, Brighton and New- 
ton. although that portion that is now 
Brookline was afterwards set off to Bos- 
ton, where it remained many years, until 
it again became Brookline. In 1630. six 
years after the settlement of Boston, the 
general court voted i'400 for a school or 
college and the uext year this school or 
college was iocated by order of the same 
authority at Newtowu-Cambridge, and 
thus was laid the foundation of Harvard 
college. 

In 1338, it was ordered that Newtown 
be called Cambridge “in compliment to 
the place where so many of the civil and 
clerical fathers of New Englaud had been 
educated.” 

The territory south of Charles river 
embracing what was Brighton aud New- 
ton was first called “the South Side of 
the River,” or the “South Side.” some- 
times “Nonantum,” the Indian name. 
About 1354, it began to be called “Cam- 
bridge village,” and later “New Cam- 
bridge.” and by authority of the general 
court Newtown, after 1601, thus taking 
after the lapse of years the name of the 
old town of which this territory once 
formed a rather small part. For the 
first 11 years, only 7 families had settled 
ou this territory and of these 7. two were 
JacKsous, two more Hydes, one Fuller, a 
Park and a Prentice. All these with one 
exception came direct from Englaud. 

Alter these followed the Parkers. Ham- 
monds, Wards. Kenricks, Trowbridges, 
Bacons, Stones and others, whose de- 
scendants are represented here to-day. 
During the first 25 years from the time 
the first settler found a home south of 
the liver in what is now called Newton. 
20 families ha<i come in and located. 

Iu 1334. there were 12 young men of 
the second generation. From the first 
settlement to the date of incorporation, a 
period of 40 years, fifty families had set- 
tled on this territory. * Dr. Smith says, 
“the number of freemen within the 
limits of the town in 1088 was about 35. 
There were 6 dwelling bouses iu Cam- 
bridge village in 1330.' 

Authorities differ as to the exact area 
of this part of Newtown. In 1708, it 
was reckoned to embrace 12,040 acres 
including ponds.” Another writer says 
that iu 1SJ1 the town contained 14,513 
acres. In 1S3S, 1800 acres of this were 
set off to Roxbnrv and is now a part of 
Boston. In 1S47. 040 acres were set off 
to the now city of Waltham, being that 
part of Waltham south of the Charles 
river: a few years ago, a small portiou 
near Chestnut Hill Reservoir was set off 
to Boston, leaving according to one esti- 
mate 10,300 acres as the present area of 
Newton, or by the other, 12,073 acres, or 
if we add the two estimates together as 
given aud divide by two, as modem 
juries do nowadays when they want to 
arrive at a verdict, we shall find 11,286 
acres which is probably neat the fact. 

The inhabitants ot Cambridge village 
knew what they wanted and knowiug 
sought to rany their point. During the 
latter parr of 1354 or early in it *53, they 
took the first step towards gaining their 
independence, at which time they began 
to hold teligious meetings for public 
worship in Cambridge village iu the ter- 
ritory now Newton. They asked to be 
released from paying rates' to the church 
at Cambridge on the ground that they 
w ere to establish the ordinances of Christ 
among themselves aud distinct fn>m the 
old town. The selectmen of Cambridge 
strongly opposed this division and de- 
clared that there was no sufficient reason 
for such separation. This was tin* begin- 
ning of a struggle for independence that 
lasted 33 or 34 years and ended l>y the 
complete sep . .Of . m ii.'tu the mother 
town. Let us tni- contest, step 

by step until its consummation. 

In 1353, the people of Cambridge vil- 
lage having been denied their request 
the year before, appealed to the gcueral 
court to he released from paying rates 
tor tho support of the ministiy at Cam- 
bridge chinch. Of course, the old town 
remonstrated and the village people were 
given leave to withdraw, .silenced fot 
the time, they were not the men to sub- 
mit to what they believed to be an in- 
justice, but quietly hided their time. 
Five years after, they presented another 
petition to the general couit asking for 
the same tiling. The year before this 
petition was presented the first meeting 
house had been Guilt, which fact uo 
doubt had its influence for in Itkil the 
geueral court granted them freedom from 
all church rates for the support of the 
ministry in Cambridge, and for all lands 
and estates which were more than four 
miles from the Cambridge meetiug house. 
The year following the g-anting of this 
request the Hue was so run and the 
bounds so settled between Cambridge 
and Cambridge village as to settle the 
matter of ministerial support aud also to 
establish substantially what afterwards 
became the line between Brighton and 
New tou. The poiiit had been gained 
and the movement ended with the enty- 
separation from t ’atubt i«ige. 

The first meeting house was built in 
Ukk) or ’31, ou Centre street, opposite 
the Colby estate, and iu July ’34, when 
there were but 22 laud owuers in the vil-

In the Inst ilecaiie wo have 1in<1 some 
good players upon the •Amerlenn stage. 
Genoviove Word in “Forgot tnw Not,” 
I'harle* Thome nml Snrrth Jewett in the 
•"Banker’s Daughter,” Aguea Booth in 
4, Jim the Penninn,” and Jo. Jefferson 
in anything, are Among the artists whoso 
representations will lie renietnhered and 
■quoted. Actors and elocutionists and 
sermoitisers are ranked by comparison. 

If there had been or if there now is, 
any one to play as well the pieces in 
which these persons achieved fame, such 
prominence as is accorded them would 
ho undeserved. To name them is to 
recall tlicir successes. To mention the 
plays ift which they have f aken part is to 
bring the actor in them at once befoie 
the mind's eye, leaning upon a chair, fill- 
ing a cheque, dictating a letter, compar- 
ing signatures or leaving (iretchen’s 
house. It is possible that some day tho 
historian may desire to speak somewhat 
in detail of the excellence of their re- 
spective performances. Where shall he 
find the language in which to present his 
honest thought so that what he writes 
may convey to the mind of the reader 
the belief that his heroes and heroines 
were especially entitled to credit. 

The lexicons have been robbed of com- 
plimentary, magnificent and extravagant 
words and phrases, all of which have 
been unsparingly applied by the critics( !) 
to the movements and recitations of meu 
and women of ephemeral fame. News- 
paper statements lauding the intellect ua 
acquirements of whomsoever chances to 
be brought out by his or her manager, 
are doubtless intended to drive the un- 
wary to the ticket office, and in many in- 
stances, considered as advertising matter, 
they are successful. 

Bostou has but now bade farewell for 
the present to a graceful, pretty girl. who 
in time probably will become an actress; 
one who as she mellows in years and 
judgment will come to understand the 
meaning of her author, and whose capacity 
for deftly portraying it will take delight 
in manifestation. Let us see what a 
newspaper has printed concerning this 
really promising novice. 

“Man stands between the peaks of two 
eternities; on the one hand is the voice- 
less past, with its Siddons, its Rachel, its 
Neilson;on the other is Marlowe. We 
listen in vain for a voice from those great 
geniuses. Tho touch is dumb. But we 
turn to the present and behold all that 
was great in Greece or famous in France, 
all that, was illustrious in literature or 
■precious in art, all that was carved or 
sung or penned or painted, lives again in 
Marlowe; what the tool of Praxiteles 
tried to do, she is; what Dante and 
Shakespeare thought, she expresses; 
what Raphael and Tintoretto sketched, 
she colors; what the stage sought to 
achieve, she owns by birthright. All arts, 
all inspirations, all ideals center in Mar- 
lowe and live.’’ 

Now naturally a man standing upon a 
miss hassock between two eternal peaks, 
one ot them not having a word to say, 
and the other full of voices, will listen 
to the voices; and when lie ascertains 
that all the thoughts ot Shakespeare and 
all the deeds of Phidias aie thought and 
acted by one little lady whom Praxiteles 
endeavored to counterfeit in a fairer than 
Carrara marble, and that she now occu- 
pies that upper story of the eternal peak 
on his left hand: it is safe to assert that 
like Franklin Pierce when advised of his 
nomination for the presidency, lie will be 
surprised. 

Edwin Forrest was a powerful mau of 
tine physique, a’ deep rich voice, had 
large knowledge of stage business, and 
in the representation of characters de- 
manding bodily strength, stood without 
a peer.Two plays were written for him, in 
which Mciamora and Spartncus, a power- 
ful Indian and a Roman gladiator were 
great favorites, particularly with the gal- 
lery gods. Virginius was a role well 
suited to him. A young man named 
McCullough played the second parts in 
several of Forrest's pieces. When Forrest 
died, McCullough came to the fore, and 
as he too was of herculean frame and 
stentorean voice lie quickly became popu- 
lar and was as Fonest whom lie closely 
imitated in all particulars. With the j 
recitation of the last two lines of I)r. 
Bird’s long drawn paragraphs in the j 
gladiator, McCullough practised the ris- : 
iug inflection and gave the pronounced 
Forrest iau emphasis at the ciose, a trick I 
that always brought down the house. lie ! 
was not only a stalwart actor but a popu- 
lar man and soon after his death his 
friends put up a statue. At its unveiling 
William Winter is reported to have said: 

There’s im high n*» revealing 

In all tills glorious world of art. 

There’* mnweet thought or noble feeling 
That throbbed not in thy m • itly heart: 

There's no idronx flight ot u-piration. 

No reverent dream ot halms divine. 

No pulse, no thrill, no proud elation 
Ot i hid like power that wa- not thine. 

Now if thmo is no impulse, thought or 
feeling with which McCullough's 
heart did not throb, and if he monopo- 
lized aspiring (lights and balm-dreams, 
and held a blanket mortgage on the 


of elegance, her unimpeachable teeth and 
gums, her lively monotony of perfect re- ; 
pose, her rich womanhood bursting into 
beauty in a Langtry top-knot of green 
tissue and her mechanism of expression 
glittering from her eartips and booming | 
from her eyebrows, paralyzed the pit and 
confounded the boxes.’’ 

Now if this man be neither a confirmed j 
knave or idiot, who will not wish to he | 
present at tho next bursting of the wom- 
anhood and to ho partially paralyzed by 
the human eloctrical machine. 

Lotus see what he says about the most 
recent competitor for histrionic honors. 
"When Mr. Johnson Jones stops upon 
the stago and waves his hand in air, wo 
are transported— will ho, nill ho, to walk 
in the Snllustiun gardens or to pick blue- 
berries with, Nebuchadnezzar on tho 
walls of Babylon. Mr. Johnson Jones is 
an Apollo, a Socrates and an ^schylus, 
an Epaminondas, a Sophocles and a Mar- 
cus Antoninus. Ho has a tamo charac- 
ter to which he contributes the weight of 
an intense feeling.” It is well that tho 
tamo character knows better than to 
break down under tho weight. 

This critic should write the play-bill 
and advertising announcements of the 
theatre. In place or that piece of start- 
ling information that periodically shakes 
all Bungtown to its centre, "Due notice 
will be given of the first appearance this 
season of Mr. Gus Twinkle,” and the in- 
teresting declaration that "Peaknuokle 
«& Co., from their extensive establish- 
ment covering thirty-seven acres of Jer- 
sey fiats, furnished” the four cane seated 
stools for tho triangular space in the 
orchestra box, he would say, “Our next 
effusion of gush will occur on Tuesday 
morning next.” and patrons of this thea- 
tre will please bear in mind that theDaily 
and Weekly Universe, published at No —

Thk articles of Mr. Kennan in the 
Century on Siberia have drawn forth a 
reply from Col. Charles de Arnand, a 
native of Russia, but a citizen of the 
United States. He served with dis- 
tinction during tho war of the rebellion, 
and was repeatedly complimented by 
(Ten. Grant and other commanders. Col. 
de Arnand presents the Russian side of 
the Siberian picture, and the exiles are 
stripped of much of the romantic interest 
with which Mr. Kennan envelopes tliem^ 
The young ladies, cultured and ladylike, 
whom Mr. Kennan found in Siberia, are 
shown to be suffering for exceptionally 
cruel and heartless murders, and the‘‘gen- 
tlemen”whotn Mr. Kennan met in Siberia 
are shown to be such gentlemen as 
thR Chicago anarchists, Spies, Parsons, 
Ling, and the other anarchistic worthies. 
The Russian describes the various 
nationalities and tribes of which Russia 
is made up, and declares that any sort of 
a constitutional government would re- 
sult in a perfect bedlam, the only hope 
of anything like good order in that coun- 
try being a stiong and intelligent des- 
potism. such as is tho present government. 
He also calls attention to the anarchists 
in the United States, and says that while 
wo hang them for murders, in Russia, 
they are exiled to Siberia. Col. de Arn- 
and’s book will give the other side of the 
question, aud being written from the 
standpoint of a man who has been fam- 
iliar with the government there, it will 
he especialiy valuable to those who 
desire to get a true idea of that country.

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DEATH OF JOHN Q. HENRY. 


II IK CAIlKKIt AH A BUSINESS MAN AND 
PUBLIC OFFICIAL OF NEWTON. 

Mr. John (}, Henry, of tho llrm of 
Henry & IJaniolH, 14.1 Summor street, 
Boston, nml president of tho Shoo & 
Leather National Hank of Boston, died 
suddenly at Young’s hotel Friday after- 
noon of apoplexy, while attending a 
meeting of Forbes’ creditors. Ho was 
sitting in a chair, and those present no- 
ticed that ho soomod to bo gasping tor 
breath, But beforo any one could reach 
him ho was doad. 

Mr. Henry was 00 years old, and was a 
nativo of Rutland, in which place he re 
coivod his early education. When about 
18 years old he came to Boston, and 
was first employed at taking fares on 
King’s line of Roxbury coaches. By 
steady porseverance and much hard work 
young Henry gradually rose in business 
life, and about the year 1850 ho entered 
tho firm of Burrage & Henry as junior 
partner. In 1871, a dissolution of part- 
nership took place, and then followed 
tho formation of the boot and shoe firm 
of Henry A Daniels, tho latter being a 
brother-in-law of Mr. Henry. Formerly 
Mr. Henry was located on Pearl street. 
For about six years he was located on 
.Summer streot, and latterly on High 
street. Ho was a resident of Newton 
for about 25 years, and the news of his 
death was received in this city with sin- 
cere sorrow During his residence 
in Newton he had won the res- 
pect and esteem of many people in vari- 
ous sections of the city. He had been 
prominent in social circles and had al- 
ways taken an active interest in all mat- 
ters relating to the prosperity and wel- 
fare of the city. He was elected a mem- 
ber of the common council Dec. 5, 1870, 
and was re-elected for the three succeed- 
ing years, serving as president during 
1881. In 1882 he was elected a member 
of the board of aldermen from Ward 7, 
and was re-elected to the upper branch 
of tho city council in 1888 ’84 ’85, serving 
as president of the board during his last 
vear of service. In 1883 ho was elected 
president of the board of health, and, 
during his nine years’ service in the city 
council, served on many important pom 
mittees, including finance, claims, high 
ways, license, fuel and street lights and 
public parks. IIo was chairman of the 
committees of finance and claims during 
his four years’ service in tho board of 
Idermeu. lie was a conscienliou » official 
careful of tho city’s interests and op- 
posed to extravagant expenditures, His 
retirement from the city council was re- 
garded as a public loss. 

While a resident of Newton he had 
boon a member of the Eliot Religious 
Society. lie was president of 
the Newton Musical Association and a 
former member of the Handel and Haydn 
society. At one time he was associated 
with E. Burt Phillips in the management 
of tho Empire State, one of Boston’s 
pleasure steamboats. While an aider- 
man of the city of Newton it was his an- 
nual custom to invite tho members of 
the city council and heads of depart- 
ments, with their wives and families, to 
accompany Inin on an all-day trip on the 
Empire State, and the occasions were al- 
ways much enjoyed. 

Mr. Henry had accumulated a consid- 
erable fortune. Ilo was a successful 
business man. Ilis judgment was often 
relied upon by his business associates, 
and he early won from them their confi- 
dence and esteem. Mr. Henry, at the 
time of his sudden decease, occupied the 
prominent position of president of the 
Shoe it Leather bank of Boston, and was a 
member of the board of trade. Ilo was 
also an assignee of the Shaw Bros, tan- 
nery firm, which failed about five years 
ago. 

Personally ho was a man of buoyant 
spirits, a cordal and sincere friend and a 
gentleman of kindly disposition and af- 
fable character. He romovod from New- 
ton about three months ago.and occupied 
his elegant residence at 230 Newbury 
street, Boston. Mr. Henry married the 
daughter of Mr. N. P. Smith, formerly of 
Newton. The widow, three daughters 
and a son survive him. 

The funeral took place on Monday from 
his late residence, 230 Newbury street, 
Boston. There was a large number of 
prominent business men present, ospec 
ially those representing the shoe and 
leather trade. The Shoe and Lenther 
Bank, of which the deceased was Presi- 
dent. and the Shoo and Leather Associa- 
tion were both represented by delega- 
tions. The floral offerings were numer- 
ous and beautiful and iusluued a large 
wreath of roses cut in twain by a sickle 
of immortelles. On the pedestal were 
the words, “Faithful to his trust.” This 
was from the bank. Tho city of Newton, 
where the deceased formerly resided, 
sent an elegant harp with broken strings, 
composed of roses witli a base of ivy and 
fir. Tho employes of the bank sent a 
large floral cross. On the rosewood cas- 
ket in which were the remains there was 
a large wreath of ivy with pansies, a 
pillow with tho words, “At Rest” and a 
beautiful wreath of variegated roses and 
magnolias. Tho sorvicos were conduct- 
ed by Rev. Wolcott Calkins, D. D., assist- 
ed by Rev. Francis C. Ilornbrooke. 

- These consisted of the reading of Scrip 
ture and prayer and brief eulogies on tho 
life and character of tho deceased. The 
interrment was at the Newton Cemetery. 

Civil Service Resolutions. 

The following resolutions were adopt- 
ed by the executive committee of tho 
Newton Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion, Doc. 22, 1888. 

Resolved. That the recent declaration of 
tho Republican party in its platform. that 
tlie reform of the Civil Service should he 
extended “to all the grades of the service 
to which it is applicable” and “that tho 
spit it unit purpose of the reform should 
ho observed in all executive appoint 
monte;” and the statement of the presi- 
dent-elect that ho “cordially approves 
this clear and forcible expression of tho 
convention on tho subject” are to he re- 
garded as distinctly pledging tho incom- 
ing president, and the Republican party 
to a faithful carrying out of tho 
spirit of Civil Service Reform, in all re- 
movals from and appointments to the 
minor public offices, ami that wu hail 
witli pleasure this favorable prospect for 
tho spread of Civil Service Reform, and 
will gladly co-operate with tho party 
coming into power in all its endeavors 
to secure that end. 

Resolved. That as it is a cardinal prin- 
ciple of Civil Service Reform that public 
servants shall retain their places so long 
as they arc faithful and competent, and 
ilo not make themselves offensively parti- 
san, we have a right to expect that if “tho 
spirit of t ho reform” is “observed in all 
executive appointments no person will 
be removed merely because he is not a 


Republican or because his place is 
wanted by a Republican. 

Resolved, That to sccttro tho faithful 
application of Civil Service Reform, it is 
necessary that the classified offices and 
so far as is practicable, the unclassified 
sorvico should ho put under tho control 
only of those known to favor tho roform, 
for we cannot expect that any ono op- 
posed, or indifTcront to it, will faithfully 
apply its provisions. 

Resolved, That the four years’ term of 
office should ho abolished, as opposed to 
tho fundamental principle, that public 
servants should be retained in office 
while faithful and efficient, and because 
it indirectly opens tho way for making 
changes, which, without violating flic 
letter of the law are entirely contrary to 
its “spirit and purpose.”

Tho committee appointed to consider 
tho question of a gradual abolition of 
crossings of railroads by highways at 
grade, had another hearing at the State 
House last Saturday. President Choate 
of the Old Colony favored their abolition 
and especially those in the country, 
which were much ntoro dangerous than 
tho carefully guarded ones in the city. 

Mr. Samuel Hoar of counsel for the 
Boston & Albany, said that ho hoped 
that no action would be taken by the rail- 
road commission that would imperil or 
retard the abolition of these crossings. 
If the expenditure be left in the hands of 
a railroad, such action would be to re- 
tard abolition. He had always believed 
that the principle on which this separa- 
tion of grade should bo made was that 
the railroad should do the work withiu 
its lines and the town the work outside. 
Such arrangement had been carried out 
in Springfield. He knew of no fixed rule 
which could be made in these cases, and 
he knew of no fairer way than to have a 
fair apportionment in each particular 
case. The B. & A. desired that every 
grade crossing should be separated, abol- 
ished, and were willing to do their fair 
share in such abolishment, and to abide 
by the decision of any tribunal. The 
safety of the community was a great fac- 
tor. It was the particular case which 
should determine the apportionment to 
be paid, and a special tribunal should be 
appointed by the court to settle it. 

Mr. J. T. Furber of the Boston & 
Maine did not believe in attempting to do 
away with the crossings, chiefly on the 
score of expense, but he thought a law 
should be passed to prevent the con- 
struction of any more grade crossings. 

A large number of gentlemen from 
different towns spoke in favor of aboli- 
tion, and Mayor Kimball appeared in be- 
half of the eity council ot Newton and 
remonstrated against any portion of the 
expense being put upon the city ot New- 
ton. No one except the railroad, unless 
it may be the .State, should be asked to 
pay any part of this expense. The cor- 
poration that wants these tilings should 
pay for them. 


THE SPEAKERSHIP. 


HKPKKSKNTATI VE SLOCUM SAI1> TO BE 
THE COMING MAX. 

[Springfield Republic'll u.j 
One of the most importat offices iu the 
state-house is that of speaker of the 
House. It has been filled by such men 
as William B. Calhoun, Julius Rockwell, 
Robert C. Winthrop, George Ashmun, 
Francis B. Crowninshield, Ensign H. Kel- 
long, George Bliss, Otis 1’. Lord, Alexan- 
der H. Bullock, Harvey Jewell, John E. 
Sanford and John 1). Long. The stand- 
ard thus maintained is none too high for 
to-day, but wo are not likely to see a 
speaker elected this year who will start 
off with such an equipment as these men 
had. There are four, “clever fellows” 
aspiring to the speakership — Messrs. 
Barrett, Wardwell, Bottom and Slocum. 
Three of these men, at least, iiave active 
canvasses in progress, conducted from 
Boston. Mr. Slocum’s friends are not 
idle, and perhaps lie is not. Not one of 
these men stands out in a way to make 
his choice a matter of course, ami the 
politicians are proceeding on the theory 
that the boldest hunter will hug tiie 
game. Mr. Barrett is a newspaper man 
of experience ami ability, who has served 
one year in tho House, and sees no rea- 
son why journalists should always give 
way to lawyers in politics. Mr. Ward- 
well has been assistant secretary of the 
Republican State committee for some 
years, and thinks tho political worker 
ought not to yield even to tho manager 
of two Republican newspapers, both dai- 
ly; Messrs. Bottuin and Slocum are luw- 
ers who stand well at the bar without 
oing recognized yet as great lights, hut 
both are piomising, and either ought to 
develop safe and capable qualities in the 
chair. Ex-Speaker Noyes and Tom 
Marsh are Bqnutt men and predict his 
election, for the policy of claiming ev- 
ery thing is popular with the Noyes men. 
This lias led to tho statement that tho 
lobby favors Mr. Barrett, und in answer 
to that liis friends point out that the 
mem bur Is om Melrose was an earnest ad- 
vocate in the last Legislature of the mo- 
tion iutended to keep the third house 
from the floor. If present signs can be 
trusted, it looks as if the strongest sup- 
port might in tho end go to Mr. Slocum. 
Conservative sentiment down east ap- 
pears to be settling on him as the strong- 
est man of the quartet. 


l'o«operatiYe Hanks. 

Speaking of tho benefits of tho co-ope- 
rative bank system, one wlto is familiar 
with its workings and results says: “The 
savings of tho mechanic and laboring 
man are necessarily limited, und, in the 
ordinary way of laying by a little now 
then, they may get discouraged on ac- 
count of the length of time ueeesary to 
accumulate sufficient to accomplish their 
desires, and are very likoly to give up in 
despair when year after year passes and 
they still see the object far off. But with 
the assistance rendered by the union of 
individuals exactly iu the same condi- 
tion of life witli himself, he can com- 
mand, in tlie beginning of practical life, 
tho means wliiuh, without this union, 
would require years of toil and self-de- 
nial, and then lie would only arrive at 
tlie ideal of his mind when his capacity 
for its enjoyment would have passed tlie 
meridian, and his pathway, iu comte- 
quence of years of toil, is necessarily 
downward. Here lie begins at tlie end, 
as it were, and secures the benefits of 
years of saving before he has made any 
ucouniulution ; and iu liquidating his en- 
gagements with tlie association onlv re- 
turns thereto what he would have to pay 


a landlord for rental, while feeling that 
only for a short, time is this necessary, 
mid then his obligations are ended, ren- 
ders it a comparatively easy task ; for he 
is working to the end he wishes to at- 
tain, and tliereis positive, moral certain- 
ty thnt he will and can reach it. How 
much hotter, then, tor every man who is 
within reach of these great and good in- 
stitutions to connect himself therewith 
and secure his own independence, and 
thus feel conscious that his energies have 
not been expended in producing an in- 
come for tlie support of another to tlie 
exclusion of his own poison and family.” 


Flying Fishes. 

In Mr. Maynard’s lecture before the 
Newton Natural History Society lie 
gave tlie result of liis investigation of the 
habits of flying fishes, which was so in- 
teresting thnt wo have secured the fol- 
lowing extract from liis letter for publi- 
cation. Ho says: 

“It was a most lovely day and as we 
coasted along tho shore of the island I 
had an excellent opportunity to study 
tho aerial evolutions of the’ flying fish 
that were constantly springing from the 
water in schools. These fish use the 
pectoral fin just as a bird uses its wings, 
or rather as some birds uso their wings, 
tho vibration being very rapid and as 
evidently maintained throughout tlie en- 
tire fiiglit, that varies from 1 to 200 yards 
They can turn to the right or left at al- 
most any angle, fly either up or down the 
wind or across it. Iu alighting th y 
sometimes tall flat or oftenor drag tho 
tail to slacken tlie speed, but in any case 
appear to try to alight against the side of 
a wave. I have seen them many times in 
all weathers, and have concluded that 
while they are often obliged to take wing 
to avoid the devouring jaws of some 
larger member of the finny tribe, they 
frequently rise into the air through pure 
caprice or for enjoyment. 1 must also 
state that I have yet to see a single Hying 
fish caught by a bird of any species, nor 
do 1 think they form the habitual prey 
of any of the fish eating birds, although 
they may occasionally be caught by 
them. 

In order to show that 1 have not trust- 
ed wholly to memory, or rather to show 
that my memory has servod me ;well in 
making these statements regarding tlie 
flying fishes I here transcribe my notes 
made on tlie spot. 

Sat. Nov. 12th, Off Great Bahama. 

This morning dawned fair and lovely, 
finding us off Wood Key, which is well 
to the westward of Great Bahama. The 
west end of the latter named Key was in 
sight and we are now running along the 
Key in a smooth sea, with the Hying 
fishes jumping around. These often 
take a turn, when flying, at nearly fright 
angles but cut off tlie corner of tlie 
angle, a little like, ( Then follows a dia- 
gram of a right angled triangle witli tlie 
apex rounded) and their flight is often 
erratic, that is, they twist nhnut. The 
motion of the wings appears to lie vibra- 
tory, like that of some insects, notably 
the Sphinxes. 

The living fishes certainly twist and 
turn in almost all directions and usually 
alight by throwing themselves against a 
wave, sometimes striking it with tlie en- 
I tire under parts, at other times drawing 
the tail through tlie water, but they al- 
most always alight against the side of 
a wave. 

Previous and subsequent observations, 
upon the method of flight practiced by 
tlie flying fishes, have convinced me that 
they “fly” in tlie truest sense of the 
word, using tlie wiugs as stated.

religion. An honest man ought to he 
like a tower that stands four-square, 
facing and defying every wind that j 
blows. Let mo touch for a moment on ; 
several aspects of honesty. First, there 
is business honesty. Here we have a 
simple, fundamental principle upon 
which all honest dealing turns. There 
must he an equality iu tho exchange, so 
that fcho person who gets, as well as he 
who gives, is better off than they were 
before, or are at least as well off. If they 
are not, then there is dishonesty involved 
somewhere in tlie process. 

Now, as this world in its needs is con- 
stantly only a little way from destitution, 
and as, if nothing new were added, it 
would soon use out and eat out what it 
lias, any man who proposes to take out 
of its accumulated wealth tho tiniest 
particle for his own use, must see to it 
tnat lie adds something to the general 
welfare: else lie is taking what lie lias no 
right to, and no matter what position lie 
may occupy in the world, he is a thief. 

In politics, again, there is one tiling to 
he aimed at by those who would he hon- 
est— always public good in the use of 
public monev, public time, public posi- 
tions. He who attempts to gain position 
for the sake of private advantage — to 
punish his enemies or reward liis friends 

— is a dishonest politician, He who by 
means direct or indirect seeks to beguile 
the public mind, and turn the attention 

tlie people toward a false issue, to 
hoodwink or deceive them as to the 
issues of a contest — lie who does any 
of these tilings to help on a personal or a 
party triumph is a dishonest politician. 

Again, any man who interferes in any 
way with the free, intelligent expression 
of the popular will in a popular govern- 
ment is a dishonest politician. Any man 
who attempts to get laws passed which 
are unequal laws, devised to help a per- 
son or a class ora clique anywhere to the 
disadvantage of others, is a dishonest 
politician. An honest politician, on tlie 
other hand, is he who honestly helps to 
serve his timo in a position that is won 
honestly and in a manly way. An honest 
man will stand by the sentiment: “it is 
better to be right than to lie President.”

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THE SPEAKERSHIP. 


Shrewd judges say that the chances 
are now in favor of the election of Repre- 
sentative Slocum as speaker of the next 
house. Of all the candidates, ho has 
been conspicuous for the dignified and 
manly way in which he has acted. He 
has not gone about, begging for the votes 
of fellow members, he lias not made 
promises and pledges to every one who 
had or was reported to have any inllu- 
ence. he has started no ‘-advertising" 
bureau in the country press, and in short 
he has acted as any man who places his 
own self-respect above mere political 
success must act. 

Mr. Slocum did not nominate himself 
as a candidate, but lie was nominated on 
account of having been one of the lead- 
ing members of the House last year, and 
because aU who knew him had confidence 
that he was in every way qualified for 
the office. While other candidates, who 
have proclaimed their own virtues too 
loudly, has lost. Mr. Slocum has steadily 
gained iu public favor, until uow the 
Springfield Republican, which can uot he 
accused of any partiality for him, acknowl- 
edges in an article quoted in another 
column that be is the most promising of 
the gentlemen mentioned for the position 
and that the chances are in his favor. 

His election would he a victory for 
pure politics and liouest methods that 
would he very encouraging to the great 
mass of voters who believe that the mau 
best fitted for an office should he chosen 
and not the man who pulls the most 
wires, or makes the most promises. 
There is certainly need of a reform 
in public sentiment, and a return 
to old-fashioned methods iu politics. It 
is getting to be the custom to bold that 
success justifies any means, and that the 
office should he giveu to the man w ho 
seeks it, and not to the mau best fitted 
for it. In former and better days it was 
held to he undignified for a candidate to 
even open "head quarters’' on the eve of 
a nominating convention, and he was 
sure to he defeated if lie was oven sus- 
pected of making active efforts to win 
the prize, hut that day has passed and 
now the man who works up bis owu 
boom most actively carries oif the prize, 
without much regard to fiuiess or any- 
thing else. 

Mr. Slocum’s choice will he a return to 
better methods, lie has given no pledges 
to the lobby or any corporation or other 
interests, hut has acted throughout as a 
man who respects himself should act, 
and those who know him best are per- 
fectly assured that he will he one of the 
best speakers that over presided over the 
lower branch of our geueral assembly. 
He is by nature fair-iuiuded and conser- 
vative, his partisanship is never extreme, 
and he inherits a name that leads people- 
to have confidence in him, eveu before 
they know him personally. Fortunately 
there is no opportunity on this question 
to divide the vote of Newton, even if it 
would he possible to do so, with a man 
of Mr. Slocum’s well-deserved populari- 
ty, and his success would he cause for 
rejoicing ou the part of all who believe 
in the best mau carrying oft' the prize. 


THE COMMON COUNCIL CAUCUS. 

The caucus of the tueuihers-elect of 
the common council was held last Friday 
evening, and Mr. Lawrence Bond was 
nominated for president by a vote of 7 to 
5. There was a feeling that Ward Seven 
had held the office so many times that it 
should he giveu to another section of 
the city, and so it goes hack to Ward 
Three, which ward had the office for 
several years after the adoption of the 
city government, wheu the late lieu. K. 
Allen was president. Mr. Bond will 
have an excellent example to follow in 
Mr. Allen, and there is no doubt that he 
will make an admirable presiding officer. 
He has the advantage of a careful legal 
training. which will enable him to decide 
upon all technical points, and lie is also 
personally ouu o| the most popular men 
iu the hoard. Iu the making up of com- 
mittees. President Bond will be in per- 
fect sympathy with Mayor Burr, which 
is a great advantage, and as Mr. Bead 
is a thoiough business mau. the sessions 
of the common council will he quite as 


confidence in him, both as clork and wa- 
ter registrar. 

1 ho nomination was certainly a great 
and well-deserved compliment, for no 
clerk could ho found who has a more 
thorough knowledge of all the details of 
council business, and Mr. Glover so re 
garded it, hut lie has decided to decline 
iu favor of Mr. John U. Brimhlecom.who 
lias been clerk the past year, and who 
was suggested by Mr. Glover a year ago 
as a good man for t lie position. The en- 
dorsement of a nomination satisfied his 
desire for a vindication, and has shown 
the strictly political character of the 
contest made against him a yoar ago. 
The duties of water registrar, which Mr. 
Glover has performed to the perfect sat- 
isfaction of the water board, are arduous 
enough to content any man’s ambition 
for work, and he did not desire to take 
up again tho additional burden connected 
with the office of clerk of the council. 

It might he added that one of the most 
oarnest workers for the nomination of 
Mr. Glover, was Councilman Wiswall,for 
the past year a member of the water 
hoard, lie voted against him a year ago, 
and feeling after investigation that an in- 
justice had been done, he was deter- 
mined to correct it and the vote showed 
that he succeeded. 

The only objection to Mr. Glover as 
clerk is the inconvenience of having tho 
records divided between two offices, 
w-liich causes a waste of time for thoso 
who wish to ascertain the oxact condi- 
tion of auy price of legislation. With 
Mr. Brimldecom as clerk, all the records 
are kept in the city clerk’s office, ami if 
either the city clerk or the assistant 
clerk is absent, the other can refer to the 
records of both branches. Mr. Glover's 
friends were much gratitiod at his nomi- 
nation, and they also feel that he has act- 
ed wisely in declining it. 


N E WTOX’S BI-CE N TE N X I A L. 

We devote a great deal of space today, 
to the exercises at the celebration of the 
200th anniversary of the founding of 
Newtou. Such events are worthy of 
commemoration, and the future historian 
will find much of value in this issue of 
the Graphic. It the anniversary was to 
he celebrated this year, it is to he regret- 
ted that the plans w-ere not made for it a 
year atro, at least. The speakers should 
Have had as many months as they had 
days, in which to prepare themselves, 
and they would then have had time for 
original research, and many facts of in- 
terest might have been collected and em- 
bodied iu the addresses, which could 
then have been issued in pamphlet form, 
and have been preserved for reference. 

Ex-Mayor Hyde, who gave the histori- 
cal address, did remarkably well, consid- 
ering that lie was only notified last Fri- 
day of what was expected of him. Prob- 
ably no other man in Newtou could have 
got together such a mass of interesting 
facts and figures, hut as lie said in open- 
ing lii.s speech, lie had had no • time 
to arrange them, or to do justice to the 
task. 

Tho hurried nature of the preparation 
prevented any great iuterest being 
aroused, for the people had hardly time 
to get used to the idea thatNewtou could 
have a 200th anniversary, before the cele- 
bration was over. Nevertheless it was a 
very interesting occasion, and no Newto- 
nian could .help feeling proud over the 
high compliment paid us by Gov. Ames, 
and the many pleasant things said of tho 
city by Collector Saltonstall, Mr. Fallow, 
Mr. Fowle, Mr. Pettee, Mr. Clarke and 
by the venerable poet of the occasion, 
Rev. Dr. .Smith. Evidently Newton has 
a right to have a high opinion of itsolf, 
and to look with pity upon those who are 
so unfortunate as to live in some less 
favored suburb.

MEETING OF TIIK SCHOOL HOARD. 

THE AN NT At. REPORT PRESENTED— TEST- 
ING THE AUXILIARY FIRE ALARM RIO- 

*Ati. 

The final meeting of the school board 
for the present year was held in the high 
school building, Ncwtonville, Wednesday 
evening. Mr. Thornes Emerson, secre- 
tary of tho hoard, presented the annual 
report, and 2,500 copies wero ordered 
printed. Of the appropriation for the 
school department for the year, $121,031.- 
50 has been expended, leaving a balance 
of $8.31 on hand. The report contains 
the full report of the special cominittoe 
on manual trnining and recommends the 
establishment of a gymnasium iu the 
high school. 

On motion of Mayor-elect Ilcman M. 
Burr, the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted by a rising vote: 

•‘The school board, in view of the re- 
tirement from office of His Honor Mayor 
J. Wesley Kimball, aud the consequent 
severing of the pleasant relnt.ons which 
have uniformly existed between the 
board and him as its presiding offi- 
cer, desire to express to him its cordial 
appreciation of his unfailing courtesy 
and kindness, and to extend to him its 
best wishes for his future prosperity and 
happiness." 

Mayor Kimball responded plensantly, 
expressing his appreciation of the action, 
and alluding to his pleasaut relations 
with his associates of the hoard during 
his official career. 

Mr. Dickinson for tho committteo on 
text hooks recommended the adoption of 
Fontaine’s historical sketches and Buck- 
ingham's French grammar, to he acted 
upon by the next school committee. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. G. W. Shinn 
tho followiiigrcsolution relating to the 
rapid dismissal of scholars from schoul 
buildings was unanimously adopted: 

The principals of the various schools 
are directed to drill the pupils in rapid 
and orderly dismissal from the school 
buildings, so that panics may he avoided 
in a time of danger by fire or otherwise; 
that the superintendent ho requested to 
arrange with the principal ns to what 
signals shall he adoped for such rapid 
dismissal. 

A petition from Messrs. Isaac T. Burr, 
C. H. Graves, W. H. Braekett aud about 
40 others was presented, requesting the 
construction of a drill shed on land in 
the rear of the high school building, ami 
was referred to the committee on high 
school. 

At the request of Mr. Otis N. Howland, 
a test of the auxiliary tire alarm signal 
system was made. Mr. Barton, chair- 
man of the school hoard, rung in the 
alarm, (box 231) at 13 1-2 minutes past 8 
o’clock. The apparatus responded 

E romptly, arriving at tho high school 
uilding in the following order: No. 2 
hose and No. 1 truck in 3 1-2 minutes af- 
ter the sounding of the alarm; Chemical 
1, West Newtou, 7 minutes; No. 1 engine, 
Newton, 8 1-2 minutes; No. 3 hose, West 
Newton, H 1-2 minutes; No 3 engine, 
Newton Centre, 11 minutes; No. 4 hose, 
Auhurudnle, 10 minutes. The chief and 
assistant chief arrived at the building 
prom ptty. 

After the trial, which was very suc- 
cessful, Chief Bixhy was requested to 
explain the system to the hoard. lie 
stated in substance that the auxiliary 
signal system was entirely separate from 
the general fire alarm system. Tho box- 
es which connect with the wires of the 
auxiliary system can he placed iu any or 
ail of the rooms in a large building, and 
in case of fire the alarm can he promptly 
given, it being unnecessary to travel from 
ntiu portion of the building to the other 
iu order to ring it in. Over each box, a 
glass is placed and under this glass there 
is a button which is attached to a me- 
chanical contrivance, aud which upon 
being pressed rings iu the alarm. 

Iu regard to receiving the alarm, the 
chief said that the department was una- 
ware that tho trial was to occur at the 
time fixed by the hoard. The first inti- 
mation was received when the alarm was 
sounded, aud if the department has ac- 
quitted itself creditably, none will feel a 
more sincere pride than myself. We do 
not expect trial alarms at such an hour, 
and wiien I started for the high schoul 
building it was witli tho belief that we 
were called to a fire. Experiments ar- 
ranged to tost the efficiency of the de- 
partment generally occur in the daytime. 

Rev. Dr. Shinn asked if the department 
preferred to he called upon the first indi- 
cations of danger or after a more careful 
estimate of the nature of the fire? 

Chief Bixhy in reply said that tho de- 
partment was always williug to he called 
when there was any reasonable cause to 
apprehend a tire of a serious nature. It 
was better if there was any fear of dan- 
ger to property to promptly call the fire 
department. 

Mayor Kimball asked if the drilling of 
students with regard to taking acti >u 
iu case of fire was advantageous? In re- 
ply the chief said that in case of danger, 
the pupils would most naturally look out 
for No. 1, and it was best to call the de- 
partment, as its members possessed ex- 
perience am! would he cool in such an 
emergency. It was a good plan, howev- 
er, to introduce the drill as a precaution- 
ary measure. 

Mr. Barton said tliut it was a s< urco of 
much gratification to him to see with 
what celerity the department ooiild ar- 
rive at a given point alter the alarm had 
been sounded. The test was made in the 
evening for the reason that the trial at 
such a time would not be anticipated. 
The result is satisfactory and evidences 
! the efficiency of the department. To 
| the chief ami assistant chief great credit 
. is due. They are men who understand 
their work as well ns auy officials iu oth- 
er departments. 

Mr. Barker said that lie was impressed 
with tho discipline of the department. I 
; had not anticipated such a manifestation 
of discipline as I have witnessed. When 
the men arrived here to learn that they 
i had bee i called upon a false alarm, 1 
failed to hear one unpleasant wonl from 
juiy member of the Uepui liiioni. 

Mayor-elect Burr said tliat lie was not 
surprised. It was just what he expected, 
lie had been a member oi tho lire com- 
mittee and knew that we had in this city 
an efficient aud well regulated depart- 
ment. comparing favorably with tlmi in 
j other cities and towns, it was gratify- 
ing, however, to me, said Mr. Bmr, in 
conclusion, to have the members of the 
school hoard w iluess the success of the 
trial.

RAILROAD STATIONS ROBBED. 


TWO SAFES BLOWN OPEN AND RIFLED OF 
THEIR CONTENTS. 


At an early hour Tuesday morning 
thieves broke into tho stations of Eliot, 
Woodland and Wabnn, on tho line of tho 
Circuit railroad. At the Woodland and 
Wuhan stations, tho safes in tlm ticket 
offices were blown upon and rifled of 
their contents, $33 in money being taken 
at the former depot and $22 at tho latter. 
At Woodland the force of the explosion 
was so great that the door of tho safe 
was blown t hrough the office window out 
upon tho platform. Every window in 
the station was shattered and tho little 
depot at daylight looked as, though it had 
been struck with a cyclone. At tho El- 
iot station, which was quite recently 
completed, nothing of value was taken. 

The job was probably tho work of lo- 
cal parties, and the authorities are of the 
opinion that the same gang who broke 
into the station at Newton Lower 
Falls about six mouths ago are responsi- 
ble for the present crime. City Marshal 
Richardson and Sergt. C. E. Hmistis arc 
investigating the case, but no arrests 
have as yet been made.

Woman's Education in the Mouth. 

There is a movement started in South 
Carolina to establish an industrial school 
for girls, and in the interest thereof an 
effort has been made to withdraw from 
the Winthrop training school in Charles- 
ton the beneficiary scholarships unani- 
mously extended by tho Legislature of 
last year. Tho students of tho Winthrop 
school hnvosent a petition to the com- 
mittee on education protesting against 
tho hill now pending before the committoe 
to abolish tlicso state scholarships. Tho 
Nows and Courier says this petition is 
signed only by women, and it is written 
in a fair, “Sponcerinn feminine script,” 
and the signatures are “pretty and 
appealing.” Tho Winthrop school is tho 
only one in tho state whore women are 
trained for teaching. All the friends of 
education there are In favor of sustaining 
it. The governor in his message to tho 
General Assembly strongly commends it; 
the state superintendent of education 
urges its support, and the state teachers’ 
association at its annua! meeting last 
July, unanimously indorsed it. In view 
of the fact that the state spends over 
$70,000 for white young men, that pro- 
visions nre also made for colored men 
and even for colored young women, it 
seems strange that this small sum, $."*100, 
which covers all that the state dooR for 
the education of its white women, should 
he a hone of contention. The senator 
who proposes to withdraw this aid is 
Mr. Hemphill from Abbeville. 

The trustees of “Judson female 
college” at Marion, Ala., whose edifice 
was recently burned, have resolved to 
rebuild at otico at a cost of $00, 000. 
There was an insurance of $2."*, 000 on the 
building and already $10,000 has been 
subscribed for the now one. 

Alabama does not wait for tho Blair 
hill. A hill has just nassed their House 
of HepresentAtives adding $100,000 to the 
public school fund. It lias already passed 
a joint resolution proposing a constitu- 
tional amendment allowing a special 
local tax of 50 cents on $100 for school 
purposes. 

A friend of the school for young 
women in Columbus, Miss., says that the 
idea on which the school is founded is 
that “Women being physically inferior 
to men, slitmld be more carefully edu- 
cated in order that they may make the 
most of such opportunities as nre offered 
them.” This school has more than 200 
hoarders, and they are taught, aside from 
tho regular course of study, various kinds 
of house work, telegraphy, type-writing, 
type-setting, stenography, art decoration, 
wood-carving, dress making, as they may 
elect, and all are carried to a proficiency 
to enable self-support. It is claimed by 
the supporters of the school that the 
young women when they have finished 
the course are as w ell fitted as science 
can make them for earning a living un- 
aided, or for making a home happy by a 
proper performance of tlioso domestic 
duties w hich fall to the part of wife or 
mother. 

'1 he hoard of trustees of tho prospec- 
tive girls’ reform school of tho Distiict 
of Columbia, of which Judge Samuel 
Shellaburger is president, at a recent 
meeting adopted a set of resolutions for 
the government of the school, and are 
now looking for a suitable location. 

It is an interesting fact that while 
Virginia, until William and Mary col- 
lege was rescued from decay for the 
purpose of preparing teachers, has had 
only one normal school for white stu- 
dents, and that is for women, she has 
two for colored students. 

One of the oldest and one of the most 
useful charities of the capital is the 
Washington city orphan asylum, which 
was founded in 1815 by Mrs. Madison, 
while her husband was president.

It is certain that 
they were not allowed to send a deputy 
to tue general court until 103S, when the 
separation was fully consummated. The 
records of Cambridge, the old town,

‘•To the constables of the town of 
Cambridge or either of them: you are 
hereby required to give notice to the in- 
habitants of said town, that they or some 
of them be and appear before bis Excel- 
lency in council, on Wednesday, being 
the Uth of tliis iust., to show cause why 
Cambridge village may not be de- 
clared a place distinct by itself and not 
longer a part of sai.i town as hath beeu 
formerly petitioned for and now desired; 
ami thereof to make due return. Dated 
at Boston, the tith day of January, in the 
third year of Ilis Majesty’s reign, A. I).. 
1987. By order etc., J. West. D. See’y.” 

What was the resit It of this process 
does not appear of record, for the records 
of the council during the administration 
of Audross were carried away. Fortun- 
ately. however, a certified copy of the 
order which is equivalent to an act of 
Incorporation, is on flic iu the ottice of 
the clerk of the judicial courts in Mid- 
dlesex county. 

At a council held in Boston, January 
11, 1687, present his Excellency. Sir Ed- 
mund Audross and seven councillors an 
Older was issued, a part of which we 
give. “Upon tho reading this day in the 
council the petition of the inhabitants of 
Cambridge village, being sixty families 
or upwards that they may lie a place 
distinct by thaftesclves anti freed from 
the town of Cambridge, to which at the 
first settlement they were annexed, they 
being iu every way capable thereof, it 
was ordered that the said village from 
henceforth be. and is hereby deciaied a 
distinct village and place of itself, wholly- 
freed and separated from the town of 
Cambridge aud from ail future rates, 
payments or duties to them whatsoever.” 
The order further provided how Cam- 
bridge bridge should lie supported. This 
order was signed, John West. Dep'y. 
See’y. Then followed : “This is a true 
copy takeu out. of the original 4th day of 
December, 1688. as attest, Laur. Ham- 
mond. clerk. Dr. Paige adds, “There 
remains no reasonable doubt that the 
village was released from ecclesiastical 
dependence on Cambridge aud obliga- 
tions to share iu tiie expenses of religious 
worship in 1901. became a precinct in 
1973, received the name of Newton, in 
December, 1991, and was declared to be 
a distinct village and place of itself, or in 
other wmds was incorporated as a sepa- 
rate and distinct town by the order 
passed January II, 1988. 

Alter Cambridge village was set off. it 
wa* sometimes called New Cambridge, 
until 1991, when, in answer to a petition 
tojthe general court. itwas called Newtown 
and so the name was spelled until 1799, 
when Judge Fuller became town clerk, 
aue spelt it in the town records“Xewton” 
and Newton it has been ever since. We 
have devoted much time and space to 
establishing tiie facts concerning tiie in- 
corporation of Newton, because Mr. 
Jackson, in his history, published in 1854 
the date as 1979, which has since beeu 
shown to be incorrect both by Dr. Paige 
aud Dr. Smith. After a careful exami- 
nation of the facts, we are fully satisfied 
tiiat thev have fixed on the true date. 

At this time, ten of the lirst settlers 
had passed away. Sixty families were 
dwelling within the limits of the town. 
We give a few brief items relating to the 
people living on these broad acres from 
1639, onward. 

In 1634, at a court held iu Newtown, 
Cambridge, tho records show it was 
“ordered, that no person shall take tobac- 
co huplickly under penalty of eleven 
shillings.” 

In 1637, same court “ordered, that no 
person shall be allowed to sell cakes or 
buns, except at funerals aud weddings. ” 

In 1643 six acres of land were conveyed 
on payment ot £5. 

In 1645, “There were iu all Cambridge 
135 rateable persons, 90 horses, 208 cows, 
131 oxen, 229 young cattle, 37 sheep, 92 
swine auil 58 goats.” 

In 1949, Rev. John Kliot 111 st attempt- 
ed to Christianize the Indians. Hew

These hold and memorable words 
meant the sacrifice of comfort, fortune, 
home, friends, nnd life if need be. for 
the right to govern themselves nnd enjoy 
the privileges of freemen. 

Iu winter's snows ntul summer’s bents 
the men of Newton, old and young, 
able nnd disabled wero found tilling the 
ranks of iho little American army. They 
formed n part of nearly every expedi- 
tion nnd were found on nearly every Held 
trom the onening buttles of Lexington 
nml Concord, to the final surrender of 
Cornwallis at Yorktown. 

Newton, then a little country town 
with only about 1400 inhabitants, entered 
npon tiie War of tho Revolution with 
great vigor aud spirit, contributing liber- 
ally both men mid means, as she always 
has done ami always will do, when her 
country calls. No town in Masssachusotts 
can show a moro honorable record. It is 
said by tho historian that nearly every 
man in Newton served in tho army some- 
time during tiie war. 

The history of the world scarcely af- 
fords a parallel to all our fathers did aud 
suffered during the long struggle they 
endured in tiie cause of liberty. Let us 
not forget that Newton enjoys tiie honor 
of having been the birth place of one of 
the immortal band of men who signed 
the Declaration of Independence, Roger 
Sherman, a name embalmed in the hearts 
of his countrymen as well as on the 
pages of history. 

Of the part Newton took in the war of 
1812 little is known, but it is no doubt 
true that the sons of such worthy sires 
were not found wanting when the coun- 
try was in need. Let us briefly consider 
Newton in tiie War of the Groat Rebel- 
lion. From the opening gun tired on 
Sumter, April 12, 1861, until the close of 
tho rebellion. Newton nobly performed 
her part. 

She furnished at least thirty-six com- 
missioned officers, two generals and 1129 
soldiers who formed a part of thirty 
regiments. 

These men gave themsolvcs to then- 
country iu the hour of her need and 
went forth iu her defense. 

Whore duty called they were found, 
whether amid the malaria of southern 
swamps, on tiro march, leading a forlorn 
hope against the enemy, or in vile prison 
pens, tho mention of whose names 
brings a thrill of horror to all hearts. 
They fell by the way on tiie long aud te- 
dious marches; they died of homesick- 
ness or wounds, in the hospitals; they 
went down before the rush of the enemy 
and were killed or reported missing, and 
never again heard from;ilioy endured pri- 
vations and hardships such as we cannot 
comprehend; and they did it all without 
murmur or complaint for tho lovq and 
respect they bad for the heroes of ’79 
ami their regard for the liberty and good 
name of their country, for their homes 
aud firesides and the still more tender re- 
gard for the dear ones iu those homes 
whose prayers and good wishes never 
ceased to follow them amid all their suf- 
ferings. They loved their, homes and 
firesides as we do ours, but loved their 
country more. 

Tho spirit that actuated them was well 
illustrated by one who said: “If my 
country nbeds my services, I am willing 
for her sake to make the sacrifice.” This 
was Charles Ward, a worthy son of one 
ot the first settlers, who cheerfully gave 
his life at Gettysburg. 

Our ancestors early recognized tiie im- 
portance of education and all through 
the two centuries that have passed since 
its incorporation Newton Inis made the 
most liberal appropriation for its public 
schools, thus standing iu the front ranks 
among the many cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth. 

Early in the history of Massachusetts, 
slavery was introduced and it is not sur- 
prising that some should have been 
found in Newton. The records show that 
at least 39 slaves were mentioned in the 
inventories of deceased poisons, and 
there wete probably others. 

Our ancestors early recognized the im- 
portance of education, and all tii rough 
the two centuries that have passed since 
its incorporation Newton lias made the 
most liberal appropriations for its pub- 
lic schools, thus standing well among 
tho many r.ties and towns of the com- 
monwealth. Early in the history of 
Massachusetts slavery was introduced, 
and it is not surprising that slaves 
should be found in Newton. The records 
show that at least 37 were mentioned iu 
the inventories of deceased poisons, and 
there were probably others. 

Newton was a purely agricultural 
town, and its farmers were prosperous 
and well to do. They built comfortable 
bouses for the times', hut which wouiu 
hardly compare with many of the pala- 
tial residences which we see today. As 
early as 1988 a mill was built at Upper 
Falls. .Still later other mills wero locat- 
ed along the Charles river for the manu- 
facture of cloths, nails, cotton goods, 
paper and other articles. 

iu 1798 a library was formed at West 
Newton. The Adelphian library formed 
by gentlemen interested iu the* temper- 
ance cause was the next step and both of 
these finally merged m the West Newton 
Athemeum in 1849, still existing today. 
In 1848 the Newton Book Club was 
formed, which later took the name of 
the Newton Literary Association, and 
from this small beginning has come the 
magnificent free Public Library ot New- 
ton which contains many thousands vol- 
umes. Large sums, before it became the 
paying property ol the city, were con- 
tributed, the most liberal contributor 
being tiie late Hon. J. Wiley Edmunds. 

The first cemetery was around the first 
church, Later, burial grounds were K*- 
calcd at West Newton, near Upper Falls, 


against the mother country, but relied 
upon constitutional methods, only, for 
redress of grievances. Later, during tho 
same year, a large committee waa chosen 
“to confer with the inhabitants of the 
town as to tiie expediency of leaving off 
buying, selling or using any India tea.” 

On Dec. 16, 1773, there was a famous 
tea party in Boston such as was nover 
seen before, nor has been since. Newton 
was represented on that occasion by two 
or more of its citizens. One in particu- 
lar who drove a load of wood to market, 
staid very late that day and was not very 
anxious the next morning, to explain 
the cause of his detention, but as tea 
was found in his shoes, it is not difficult 
to understand wliat he had beeu doing. 

The following year,1774. the town adopt- 
ed a series of resolutions declaring they 
would not voluntarily and tamely submit 
to the levying of any tax for the purpose 
of raising a revenue, when imposed 
without their consent, or that of tlieii 
representatives, and that any and all 
persons who advised or assisted iu such 
nets, were inimical to this country, and 
thereby incurred its just resentment ; and 
in t such light they regarded all merchants, 
traders and others, who should import or 
sell India tea, until the duty so justly 
complained of should be taken off. They 
further pledged tnemselves that they 
would not purchase or use any such tea 
while the duty remained upon it. A 
commit teee was appointed to confer wit h 
like committees of sister towns as occa- 
sion required. During the same year 
the town voted that the Selectmen use 
tlieii best discretion in providing fire 
arms for the poor of the town, where 
they were unable to provide for them- 
selves. In October of the same year the 
town sent delegates to the Provincial 
Assembly, at Concoid, and tho next year 
to a meeting of the same at Cambridge. 

Early in the year 1875 the town voted to 
raise men to exercise two field pieces 
that had been giveu, and also to raise a 
company of minute men, and thus be 
prepared for any emergency. This ac- 
tion furnishes the explanation of the 
fact that Newton hud so many men en- 
gaged in the battles of Lexingtou aud 
Concord. 

On the 19th of April. 1775, a day ever 
memorable iu the history of our country, 
when the first battles of independence 
were fought at Lexington and Concord, 

New ton had three organized companies 
of minute men all of whom were present 
and took part in the battles of that his- 
toric day , during which they marched 
about thirty miles. The two hundred 
and eighteen men composing these three 
companies were not all that Newton sent 
to thu Wattle fields that day; for many 
went who had passed thu military age 
and so were exempt from duty, but who 
felt as did Noah Wiswall, the oldest inan 
who went from Newton, and whose sou 
commanded one of the c mipanies, and 
who had other sons and sons-in-law In 
the fight. He could not be induced to 
remain at home because as lie said “he 
wanted to see what the boys were do- 
ing;” and when shot through the hand 
coolly bound it up with a handkerchief, 
and brought home the gun of a British 
soldier who fell in the battle.

I am not a native of Newton and have 
had small opportunity to preparo a 
lilting address for this occasion, but 
should he hardly true to tho town where 
I have passed the most important and 
larger half of my lifo were I to refuso 
the oarnest request of our mayor to ad- 
dress you if oply a lew brief words. 

No one can have lived in this beautiful 
place for over thirty years without being 
impressed with its numerous attractions, 
favorod as it is in overy way by nature 
and rendered moro desirable as' a place 
of residence by all that its worthy citizens 
can devise for the promotion of health, 
comfort, education aud intelligence. 

There is, I believe, no town or city in 
tho neighborhood of Hosloti which can 
compare witli Newton. Her command- 
ing hills, eacli offering an extensive 
panorama peculiar to itself, all exquisite, 
hut none alike, her lovely meadows ami 
valleys, her beautiful river gracefully and 
ijuietly winding around her borders, fur- 
nishing her people with purest water, 
her sweet invigorating air bringing 
health, especially to those whoso good 
fortune it is to live on her highor plains 
and hillsides, her roads of such un- 
rivalled excellence, her admirable schools 
and numerous churches, her pretty cot- 
tages and handsome villas resting in 
their well kept Ihwiih and gardens, her 
intelligent and tlirittly population, all 
constitute Newton tiie gem in tho coronet 
of beautiful towns and cities which en- 
viron tho metropolis. 

Let us evor be proud of her, and be 
grateful, too, that our lines are cast in 
such pleusaut places. May we ever be 
ready to speak tor her, work for her, and 
hy one individual and united effort to 
defend her against overy open or covert 
foe, that her homes may be free from 
vice and intemperance, her schools true 
to -their well earned reputation, 
her officers above suspicion, and lier 
church bells never may be silent. 

No shall we hand down to posterity 
the rich legacy received from tiie fathers 
for which they labored and toiled, as 
never before nor since have men labored 
and toiled. 

The early history of Newton has al- 
ways seemed to me to bo in one way 
especially interesting, and quite above 
the story of thu dull, dreary routine of 
toil and drudgery which fell to tho lot of 
most of the other towns, for was it not 
here that John Eliot, tiiat true apostle, 
labored to teach the poor Indiau the 
great truths of Christianity? 

1 know uo inure touching tale in our 
early history than the account handed 
down to us of these poor sons of tho 
forest seated around Eliot, who had after 
years of careful study mastered their 
language, eagerly drinking in his words, 
and tearfully questioning him. 

“Did God understand Indian prayers?” 
“Were the English ever so ignorant as 
the poor Indians?” 

[’lie confession of Walnut, too, tho 
first Christian convert, before lie died, 
might well bring tears to the eyes of 
anyone reading it, in view of the sad fate 
of these native tribes. 

What a shame to our race tiiat tho 
work of this noble apostle should have 
been allowed to perish with him, and 
the original owners of the soil abandoned 
to the contamination of vice and disease, 
to be followed by annihilation. 

1 hold in my hand a sermon which I 
accidentally found among some old 
papers printed in 1723, entitled “Ques- 
tion, whether God is not angry with this 
country for doing so little toward the 
conversion of the Indians?” “Discourse 
by tho Reverend nml Learned Mr. Solo- 
mon Stoddard of North Hampton,” in 
wliieli tiie good man exclaims “The pro- 
fession of those that adventured Into 
this country was that it was their princi- 
pal design to bring tiie Indians to the 
kuowledgo of tho true God, and Saviour 
of inaukiud, aud to the Christian faith, 
and it would have been the honor of tiie 
country if they had answered that pro- 
fession.” “And if a spirit of low to- 
ward Jesus Christ had flourished iu us, 
it w ould lie the joy of our hearts to see 
congregations of Indians waiting on God, 
in His house joining in prayer, hearing 
the gospel and celebrating the memory 
of tiie death of Christ.” 

“And it is matter of shame,” the good 
man goes on to say, “that when others 
are carrying the gospel many thousands 
of miles from their own country, wo suf 
for them tiiat dwell among us nnd that 
are borderers to us, to lie iu darkness, 
and nffoid them very little help for their 
deliverance.” 

And as the Revorend gentleman 
preached 165 years ago, so say w-u to-day. 
All tiie more then beams out thu bright 
and shining light of brave John Eliot, 
gifted with “tongues;” tho inspired 
teacher, like Paul at Athens, declaring 
the “unknown God” to Waban and his 
tribe. 

Though my fathers were not among 
the early settlers of Newton, yet must 
tliey have trodden her soil aud have been 
familiar with her streams, her hills and 
meadows. For when Gov. Wiuthrop aud 
Sir Richard Sallonstall, after landing at 
Salem iu 1039, left with their friends and 
followers to back settlements. Wiuthrop 
stopped at Shawmut, but Saltonstall, 
with that excellent man, tiie Rev. Geo. 
Phillips, journeyed on through the wild- 
erness untrodden by tho foot of white 
man, till he came to a “spot well wa- 
tered” on the Charles, where ho rested 
aud commenced a plantation, calling it 
Watertown. This was sixteen years be- 
fore Eliot preached to the ludians at 
Nonantuiiqand fifty-eight before the 
incorporation of Newton. 

Then again 1 see that in 1640 this town 
“granted to Samuel Shepard on farm of 
400 acres ot upland adjoining unto the 
meadows which were sometimes iu the 
occupation of brother Gioenu for Rich- 
ard Saltonstall.” 

So tiiat there can bo traced a strong 
probable link ot Iriendship between the 
sons of Sir Richard and the first settlers 
of Cambridge village as it then was 
called, ancestors of some of my esteemed 
friends and townsmen. 

All important events iu thu history of 
our country, from its earliest infancy, 
aiu so carefully preserved and handed 
down from generation to generation tiiat 
they can lie recalled at stated intervals; 
and so we can fortunately, on the recur- 
rance of anniversaries and centennials of 
these events, revive our interest in them, 
bring them vividly before each genera- 
tion, and thereby heighten our venera- 
tion for the brave, the true hearted, pious 
of our beloved Commonwealth.

history of Newton, thu audience must 
expect tiiat what he should Hay would be 
rather lugitive. He did not have the ad- 
vantage of haying been present when 
Newton’s corner stone was laid, as Mr. 
Oris Petteu did; lie had also not beeu 
chairman of Newton’s town meetings for 
one hundred years or more, like Mr. 
Hyde, but still lie had a great interest iu 
Newton and was always glad to speak 
for tiie city. If he had lived as long as 
the aged patriarchs referred to, he could 
tell about the raisings, tiie huskiiigs and 
the other sports ot the early days ufNuw- 
ton, but be would have to take bis si aud 
oil tiie present, uud speak about New ton 
as it is to-day, with the same beautiful 
Charles river which others had told 
about, uml the same romantic scenery 
surrounding the headwaters of the clas- 
sic Cheesecake brook. We have more 
churches amt more schools, schools di- 
gested of all sectarian influcucoH, winch 
lie hoped would always continue free. 
Besides these we have city water, wheie 
the early settlers had wells, gas where 
they hud caudles, aud we have also the 
Woodlund Park Hotel. (Laughter). It 
was some 30 ycai* since he first came to 
Newton and witched his tent on Nouan- 
tn in Hill, unu he had never seen cause to 
regret it. Hu hud spent 31 years ol 
pleasurable enjoyment iu Newton, and 
he hoped to spend many more. His chil- 
dren aud grandchildren had grown up 
here, and he hoped they would always he 
ready to testify to wliat Newton had 
done for tlieir father and grandfather, 
and the pleasant home he had found it. 
lie even looked forw ard w ith satisfaction 
and complacency to thu time when his 
hones should rest under six feet of good 
Newtou soil iu the Newton cemetery.

Evidence of this 
public spirit was seen in the Cottage 
Hospital, tho Bigelow Memorial chapel, 
tho Girls’ Home, the Boys’ Home and 
many other charitable institutions of 
Newton, which testified to tho love New- 
ton people had tor their fellow man.

snld there wero sovoral things he had 
prepared to speak about, but ho should 
first call attention to tho time when the 
corner stone of Newton was lnid, 200 
years ago. He spoke of tiie statement 
made by the late Noth Davis, that 
in his boyhood there wero only three 
family carriages in Newton, one 
owned hy Ooncrnl Hull, ono hy Dr. Free- 
man and tho third hy butnuel Eliot. It 
would lake a long time to count up the 
family carriages owned here now. He 
also gave an interesting sketch of life iu 
in the early history of Newton, and the 
privations suffered hy the tlrst settlers, 
and spoke of tho stono tablet on the 
bridge between Cambridge and Newton, 
hearing date of 1719. The first bridge 
was built, in 1668, and was repaired in 
1690 and in 1719, but the liridgo referred 
to must have been the one below the Ar- 
senal bridge. 

HON. JULIUS L. CLARKE 
closed tho list of Hpeakors, and dwelt at 
some length on tho educational progress 
made by tho town nnd city of Newton. 
Tho poorest maiFamoqg tho original set- 
tlers of tho town was worth #85, while 
the richest, Edward Jackson, Deacon 
John Jackson and Thomas Hammond, 
the fortunate possessors, respectively, of 
•>12, (XX), #6,000 and $5,000, wero, ho to 
speak, tlie“blonted millionaires” of their 
time, though hearing sorry comparison 
with millionaires of our day. For tlio first 
nine yearsNewton’s annual town tax was 
-20, for the next 25 years £90, and for the 
next 45 years £166, or $830; t lie annual 
appropriation for city purposes now 
reaches #500,000. For 60 years alter New- 
ton’s settlement there weie no public or 
private schools, all children traveling to 
Cambridge, a distance of four or five 
miles, I’lie first schoolmaster was Dea- 
con John Maples and tho first schoolmis- 
tress appointed was in 1779. From this 
start the present educational system has 
been established, with twenty or more 
school buildings, IK) schools, over 4000 
pupils and an annual appropriation of 
over 81(H), 000, Ho referred to many of 
Newton’s prominent residents, including 
Cyrus Pierce, Seth Davis, Judge Abraham 
Fuller, Dr. Henry Bigelow and Horace 
Maim, and, in closing, spoke of the New- 
ton Library, now containing loo, (MX) vol- 
umes.
